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Good Riddance To Bad Rubbish

ig SAMUEL DICKSTEIN had hopes 
of again humiliating certain Chris- 
tian Patriots through another so-called 
“investigation” this year, like that con- 
ducted in 1934, he must have been 
keenly disappointed after the defeat he 
suffered a few days ago in Congress. 


Many will recall that the 74th Con- 
gress gave him $30,000 of taxpayers’ 
money to spend on studying “the dif- 
fusion of subversive propaganda” in 
the United States. 


Mr. Harry Jung of Chicago, the Na- 
tion’s leading authority on Communist 
activities, charges that the effort was 
conducted largely on lines to bring com- 
fort to the Reds, and discomfort to 
Patriots. 


It is reliably reported that more Com- 
munists live in Mr. Dickstein’s New 
York district, than in any other single 
Congressional district in the United 
States. His critics declare that, being 
a Jew of Russian birth, he possesses a 
biased attitude where matters pertain- 
ing to fundamental Americanism are 
involved. 


On August 24, 1934 the “Dickstein 
Committee” swooped down upon Mr. 
Jung’s Chicago offices and arrested his 
secretary, at a time when they knew he 
was absent from the city. Questioning 
was conducted behind closed doors in 
the Federal Building of Chicago. 


WITHIN ONE WEEK, THE “NEW MASS- 
ES” AND THE “DAILY WORKER” WERE 
PUBLISHING ARTICLES ATTACKING MR. 
JUNG, BASED UPON TESTIMONY GIVEN 
AT THE “SECRET HEARINGS” OF THE 
COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Dickstein has never explained 
how these two publications, the leading 
Communist organs of the United States, 
gained access to this information which 
belonged solely to his Committee, and 
was not otherwise released for publi- 
cation. 


Mr. Jung has been fighting Com- 
munism for years. Few men are more 
feared by the despoilers than this great 
leader. The facts about his work, 
which the Reds gained through Dick- 
stein’s so-called “investigation”, were 
of incomparable value to them in their 
— to cripple his patriotic activi- 

es. 

As far back as last November, the 
New York Times carried a report quot- 
ing Dickstein as boasting about what 


he was going to do in the present ses- 
sion of Congress! Another “investiga- 
tion” would be launched! At least 
$200,000 would be appropriated! Etc., 
ete. 


He introduced his bill — House Re- 
solution 88. 


If passed by Congress, it would have 
given him the power to throttle any 
religious, patriotic or other organiza- 
tion, which was engaged in discussing 
“religious” and “racial” matters, in a 
way that may have violated his perso- 
nal ideas of “Americanism”. It also 
advocated punishment for anyone found 
guilty of publishing “attacks upon the 
President of the United States.” 


Authorities on Congressional activi- 
ties, regarded the whole proposal as a 
clear invasion into religious affairs, to 
say nothing of its violation of those 
Constitutional principles which have to 
do with free press and free speech. 


Congressmen Quoted 


On April 8th Dickstein had Congress- 
man A. H. Greenwood of Indiana bring 
his bill up for discussion. A long and 
heated debate ensued. From the be- 
ginning, it was evident that Congress 
was in no mood to clothe the gentleman 
from New York with the broad powers 
which he was demanding. 


Congressman Snell opposed him on 
the grounds that nothing of any value 
“resulted from the 1934 “investigation”. 


Congressman Johnson of Minnesota 
requested a definition of just what 
Dickstein considered “un-American pro- 
paganda of religious, racial, or sub- 
versive political prejudices.” He was 
given no answer.

Christians are not inferior people. Ac- 
cording to Scripture they are “the salt 
of the earth”. It is not supposed that 
believers will sit supinely and allow the 
forces of evil to triumph, without a pro- 
test.

Congressman Warren drew laughter 
and applause when he said: “If the 
House is in the mood to-day to do some- 
thing that is truly wo: and use- 
less, I can conceive of nothing more 
fitting than the passage of this resolu- 
tion.” * 

The same Congressman charged 
openly that such “investigations” were 
generally “for the self-glorification and 
advertisement of those who conduct 
them and who have an itch and flare 
for publicity in the newspapers.” 

Congressman Jenkins, who served 
with Dickstein on the 1934 Commi 
rose to denounce the new proposal an 
declared that he would have nothing 
to do with it. “Why waste this mo- 
ney?” he asked. 


Congressman Dirksen condemned the 
bill because it would have granted Dick- 
stein power to “impound the services 
of the G-men and divert them from 
their regular duties. If that is not an 
abuse, I never saw an abuse in the 
history of legislation in this House.” 


WHEN THE DEBATE ENDED 
DICKSTEIN EXPERIENCED THE 
DEFEAT WHICH HE RIGHTLY DE- 
SERVED, BY A TABLED VOTE OF 


184 TO 38. 


Another Matter 


Certain prominent Jewish newspa- 
pers have announced that another bill, 
presumably somewhat similar to the 
Dickstein measure, is soon to be intro- 
duced by “ONE OF THE NEW YORE 
SENATORS”. 


Tens of thousands of petitions have 
poured in upon Washington officials, 
from Christians, protesting in advance 
of the introduction of this measure. 


Senator Copeland disclaims any 
knowledge of the matter, but as far as 
can be learned, Senator Wagner (the 
other Senator from New York) has re- 
fused to express himself. 

Whether or not he is the man select- 
ed to sponsor the new anti-Christian 
bill, in defiance of religious public 
opinion, remains to be seen. 

Meanwhile, let believers remember 
that “Eternal vigilance is the price of 
liberty.”

Moscow’s Famous Map 


If Gentile and Christian laboring 
men knew the kind of an octopus to 
which they are surrendering when they 
embrace the Red Movement, they would 
shun the agitator and repulse the “sit- 
downer”. 


Two weeks after the 1933 Commun- 
ist-led strike had ended in Grand Ra- 
pids, Jack Stachel, now a C. I. O. 
official, told the Central Communist 
Committee: “We didn’t have the heart 
to end the strike. We were so happy 
to have strikes, we didn’t want to end 
them.” 


Following the disturbances in Flint, 
Michigan last month, Victor Reuther, 
another Lewis associate, said: “NEXT 
TIME THE STRIKERS WILL BE 
ARMED WITH GUNS.” Reuther is a 
graduate of the Communist College at 
Katonah, N. Y. where white and black 
agitators are trained together. 


It is estimated by authorities that 
approximately eight out of every ten 
agitators and “professional” organizers, 
have never worked at any kind of 
manual labor in their lives. They are 
blood-sucking parasites, financed in 
some unknown manner, to foment revo- 
lution and thereby break down the 
home, the church and organized govern- 
ment. 


7 P. Kamp says in his book on 
the C. I. O.: 


“It may be that John L. Lewis is 
not a Communist, and the auto strike 
may not have been planned in Moscow. 
Yet, many months before there was 
even a suspicion of unrest in the pros- 
perous, high-wage-paying motor car 
industry, a very significant step was 
taken in the Red Capital. In order 
to conform to Communist plans to over- 
throw our Government, and establish 
a Soviet America in its place, the map 
of the United States was redraw: and 
the names of its principal cities were 
changed. 


“The City of Detroit was renamed 
LEWISTOWN. 


“This is no figment of the imagina- 
tion, and neither is it a deep, dark, 
well-hidden secret. The map was made 
for the world to see, and even now it 
is proudly displayed in the Moscow 
‘Museum of Revolution.’ 


“This does not necessarily prove 
anything. Still, when it is recalled 
that the Building Trades Department 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
at the Tampa convention, charged that 
the C.I.0. was ‘Communistically inclined 
and controlled,’ and also when it is 
noted that President John P. Frey, of 
the Metal Trades Department, told a 
convention of machinists at Milwaukee 
that ‘On orders from Moscow, the Com- 
munists are advocating the Committee 
for Industrial Organization set-up as 
a step toward the United Front which 
has caused discord in France and 
Spain’—it IS something to think 
about.” 


The C. I. O. was organized by Lewis 


and his revolutionary associates less 
than three months after the 1935 
meeting of the Communist Internation- 
ale, held in Moscow. Plans formulated 
there, for conquering America, have 
been followed with amazing exactness 
down to the present hour. 


It is not to be wondered that the 
Daily Worker, official organ of the 
Communist Party in the United States, 
should have sent Lewis the following 
telegram on his last birthday: 


“Sunday Worker staff sends you 
birthday greetings and congratulates 
you and auto workers’ leaders on sig- 
nificant victory of progressive Union- 
ism over powerful General Motors Cor- 
poration.” 


Turns Around 


For several years Lewis was regard- 
ed as a true patriot because of his out- 
spoken attitude against Communism. 
In 1924, as president of the Mine Work- 
ers, he prepared an exhaustive report 
for the United States Senate, exposing 
subversive activities which he said were 
boring into the labor movement. 


He singled out William Z. Foster, 
Red nominee for President, and de- 
nounced him as the man who was try- 
ing to put over the un-American plan 
of “industrial unions”. 


Here is what he said: 


“The overthrow and destruction of 
this government, with the establish- 
ment of an absolute and arbitrary dic- 
tatorship and the elimination of all 
forms of popular voice in governmen- 
tal affairs, is being attempted on a 
more gigantic scale than at any time 
in the history of this nation. 


“Through this organization, the re- 
volutionary leaders in America are 
making a nation-wide attempt to obtain 
control of the American Federation of 
Labor, reorganize the craft unions on 
the basis of ‘one big union’ in an in- 
dustry, and weld them together into 
a central revolutionary agency in Amer- 
ica. 


“It is a situation that challenges not 


only organized labor but every em- 
ployer as well. This is one occasion 
when labor and the employer might 
very well join hands and fight togeth- 
er.’ 


Something has since happened to 
Lewis, because we now find him lead- 
ing the very same Communist forces 
that Foster led thirteen years ago. 
Today, he heads the scheme, which he 
said in 1924, would lead to DICTATOR- 
SHIP if not stopped. 


Now we find Foster saying in a re- 
cent pamphlet: 


“The C. I. O., led so aggressively by 
John L. Lewis, is doing an historically 
important thing.... The C. I. O. has 
become the actual leader of the trade 
union movement.... The Communist 
party heartily supports the C. I. O. 
organizing campaigns.” 


Immediately after the C. I. O. was 
launched in November 1935, Red head- 
quarters paved the way for united 
action behind Lewis, by sending the 
following call to every leader of the 
Communist Party in the United States: 


“We here in America must follow in 
the footsteps of Lenin.... We must 
make it clear to tens of millions of 
workers and farmers that the revolu- 
tion in the U. S. A. is inevitable, and 
that only the overthrow of capitalism 
will secure for them a decent life of 
abundance. ... Capitalism can be over- 
thrown by the armed uprising of the 
people headed by the working class 
under the leadership of its Bolshevik 
Party.... Lenin teaches us the great, 
the paramount importance of the Com- 
munist Party. Lenin teaches us fur- 
ther that it is not sufficient to have a 
strong Communist Party. It is neces- 
sary to have strong labor unions cap- 
able of offering resistance to the em- 
ployers and of taking the offensive.... 
this can be realized only when the 
unions are built on the _ industrial 
basis.” 


This shows clearly, the nature of

he would say. His words were carried 
to the full length of the land. 

With his hand still raised, he wove 
together some of the choicest thoughts 
to be found in the book of Psalms; pas- 
sages which his mother had taught him 
when he was a child at her knee.

In this article I shall confine myself 
largely to the use of letters recently 
received, through special channels, 
from friends and relatives in Russia 
who are suffering in fires more ter- 
rible than those started by Nero for 
the destruction of God’s saints.

And, if the writer fails to con- 
ceal his identity, he is sent into exile 
or put to death.

It would be fatal to the writers and 
their friends if we were to give details 
through The Defender, that would en- 
able the secret police of the Soviets to 
trace their origin. 


But these pathetic missives tell the 
truth nevertheless; they show how 
brazenly the un-Russian and _ anti- 
Christ Jews of Moscow are “liquidat- 
ing” human beings, together with all 
the natural, religious and patriotic 
characteristics of the Russian people.

The So-called “Trials” 


Trials in Soviet courts have recently 
created a lively discussion through 
the press of the United States. People 
marvel to see accused persons stand 
before judges seemingly eager and 
anxious to give testimony against them- 
selves, knowing in advance that their 
fate, the death sentence, has already 
been settled. Before finishing this ar- 
ticle, the reader will be shown some- 
thing of how this feat is accomplished. 


Some of those convicted recently, 
have held responsible posts in the gov- 
ernment for years. But, like in the 
days of the French Revolution, the 
leaders have turned upon one another, 
thank God, to devour themselves. 


Many know that the Stalin crowd 
has repudiated every principle of the- 
oretical Communism by setting up a 
system of State Capitalism whereby 
160 million human beings are ruled 
like serfs. Any leader who dares to 
protest against this drift becomes a 
“marked man”, 


The recent trial of Communist offi- 
cials has been a puzzle to those who 
try to see some good in Sovietism. The 
charges were ridiculously silly, yet the 
defendants gladly confessed. As _ it 
happens, one of our letters gives 
a striking description of methods used 
by the Soviet judiciary to obtain con- 
fessions. I shall quote at length from 
this valuable communication a little 
later. 


Methods used not only to obtain con- 
fession from political opponents and 
those standing in the way of the Jew- 
ish high command, but methods em- 
ployed to rid the Country of hundreds 
of thousands of Christians and peace- 
ful people as well! 


Preachers Recently Condemned 


Now, let extracts from the letters 
speak for themselves. The first one 
was written during the early part of 
the present year; the translation from 
the Russian language into the English 
is as follows: 


“... And now something about the 
miseries of the recent times. Here in 
—(I have deleted name of town to 
preclude identification of the writer 
by the secret police—J. J.) at the end 
of November, 32 of our brethren in 
faith were tried and convicted. They 
all had been arrested at various times, 
and in various places, during the course 
of the year. The entire material serv- 
ing to accuse our brethren consisted 
of lies and false statements. Isaiah 
28:15. The accusers have made lies 
their refuge; also was there no lack 
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of false witnesses; furthermore, others 
were forced to verify some of the 
false statements. 


“Now, four of those mentioned above 
have been sentenced to death, while 
the rest are to be sent into exile, from 
three to eight years. The court was 
in session over a week. Only one per- 
son of each group of relatives was per- 
mitted to attend the trial. Throughout 
the trial, the judges acted shamefully, 
as eye-witnesses have reported. 


“Those condemned to death are Rev. 
H. Janz, Elder of Landskrone, the Rev. 
I. Poetker, Rev. Jos. Koop of Suwor- 
owskaja and Rev. N. Reimer. These 
Ministers are accused of having agi- 
tated against the government, which 
was absolutely never the case. 


“No matter how painful and dis- 
tressing the situation may be, I re- 
joice, nevertheless, that THE ARREST- 
ED MEN HAD THE COURAGE TO 
CONFESS THEIR FAITH BEFORE 
THE COURT and calmly stepped for- 
ward to testify of the truth, and to 
deny the false and unjust accusations. 


“As the sentence was read—(name 
of this living believer deleted—J. J.) 
comforted them with words of friendly 
Christian encouragement. Likewise, 
Elder Janz had several long talks 
and gave testimony of that which he 
holds precious and sacred, stating that 
in spite of these persecutions we chil- 
dren of God will remain steadfast in 
our faith and religious confession. May 
the Lord grant us strength and help...” 


Here in America where religious 
freedom is enjoyed, people find it hard 
to appreciate what it means to thus 
suffer at the hands of the Red Devils 
of Soviet Russia! 


Sentenced to Die 


We have no information as to what 
has happened since, to the four above 
Preachers of the Gospel, but this shows 
that the slaughter of innocents is going 
on as before. The type of people being 
slaughtered can readily be seen from 
excerpts of the second letter that I shall 
quote. This letter was written by a 
brother also condemned. Not one of 
the above group, but a man living in 
a region far removed from where the 
persecution of Rev. Janz took place. 
Passages of this martyr’s letter are 
as follows: 

“There was nothing in the trial like 
that which you think about occurring 
in court of justice. It took only fif- 
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teen minutes to get through with me, 
and the entire procedure was even 
more boring to me than it must have 
been to my judges, who are compelled 
to fabricate such sentences by the hun- 
dreds every day. 


“IT breathed in relief, when I was 
led out of the court room, and even 
before the judges had: pronounced my 
sentence, I had tried, and sentenced 
myself. True, my own verdict was 
quite different from that of the court: 
‘Yea, though I walk through the valley 
of the shadow of death’—I did not 
know fear, for I knew that He was 
with me, and I am nearer to Him now 
than ever before. Death awaits me in 
prison camp for His dear sake.... 


“Don’t worry about me, for I my- 
self do not worry. Calm the others and 
don’t talk about my misfortune. It is 
only our own childish unreasonableness 
which wants to understand all and 
everything immediately, in the same 
moment when things happen. Patience, 
therefore! Faith, and patience!” 


The Christian brother who wrote 
this is being dragged from prison to 
prison. He was finally sentenced to 
five years of HARD LABOR. A sen- 
tence which in so many cases is but 
another way of condemning people to 
death! 


Only a few can endure such a long 
time under the prevailing conditions, 
and millions of people sharing the fate 
of this brother starve and die in lum- 
ber camps, in coal mines, on engineer- 
ing projects, where they produce with 
their very blood, the substances used 
by Moscow’s monsters to finance their 
existence and world-wide propaganda. 


Exposing A Hoax 


Trials and convictions occur by the 
hundreds and thousands daily. A Coun- 
try—as our third letter tells us—of ut- 
ter misery and despair, yet pictured to 
the world by propagandists as a place 
of happiness and progress. Russia is a 
prison—a vast prison, guarded by the 
greatest secret police system ever in- 
vented. 


“Dear Friend,” this letter commen- 


ces. “You know the prosperous colonies 
of South Russia, and how they once 
looked with their schools, churches, 
hospitals, old people’s homes, and so on. 
Weren’t they a joy? And now! You 
would never recognize the place. 


“Everything is ruined. We have en- 
tire villages where only a very few of 
the old time inhabitants are left. The 
inhabitants have been scattered; many 
of them were exiled; families are brok- 
en up; homes are destroyed. Many 
have perished in exile, 


“You can imagine what became of 
the small children whom parents had 
to leave behind. The few who remain- 
ed in the villages lead a sorry life in 
the much praised ‘collective farms’. 
Most of them are literally starving. I 
recently spent two days in the villages. 
A few old trustworthy men told me 
about present living, conditions; how 
they had been waiting for the Akacia 
trees to blossom so they could quiet 
their pangs of hunger with the flowers 
of the trees... .” 


The writer of the next letter wrote 
after he had served a long term in 
prison camps, where he passed through 
a living hell. This is what he says: 


“. . . Representatives of the great 
powers are making speeches at ban- 
quets in honor of the Soviet Union; 
and they marvel at the achievements 
of the Country. Yet isn’t it strange 
that these people see only a few things 
at Moscow, Kiev, Dnjeprostroy, and a 
few other centers? That they absolute- 
ly ignore the life led by the masses, 
their feelings and utterances? Of the 
hundreds of pictures I will give you 
only a few. 


“Suppose a tourist would come to 
Moscow, Kharkoff or Kiev, and was 
interested in child welfare and educa- 
tion. Promptly he would be taken into 
the suburbs to see some of the resi- 
dential districts, and would be shown 
several of the ‘children colonies’. 


“These children are neatly dressed; 
nice beds and clean linen; good and 
plentiful food; everything fine! Every 
such colony has a number of attendants

walks and processions on which revo- 
lutionary songs resound; who raise 
them in the spirit of Lenin and Com- 
pany.

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ies’ pass by in parades and processions!

“<These’, they murmur, ‘are being 
fed with the bread they robbed from 
us, and our own children must starve 
to death.’ And they are right, these 
women. EVERY LAST BIT OF 
GRAIN HAS BEEN TAKEN BY 
THE GOVERNMENT. There are no 
stores selling bread in the rural dis- 
tricts, and people have to travel for 
miles for a chance to try to buy some 
OLHG aw. « 


“The pastor of—(name of town—J. 
J.) has been sentenced to death. K— 
and his boys are also sentenced to die, 
though they are not preachers. And 
what for? For no reeson whatsoever! 
. .. And there are so many who have 
to share a similar fate, yet that is not 
generally known.” 


In A Soviet Prison 


The writer of the foregoing letter 
continues: 


“Here in Russia you can not write 
about such matters. You are not per- 
mitted to talk about them, or even to 
think about such things, for even 
thoughts are under control. 


“I MYSELF WAS CONVICTED BECAUSE 
I WAS TOLD THAT I COULD HAVE 
THOUGHT OF JOINING AN ORGANIZATION 
WHICH DOES NOT EXIST AT ALL. I HAVE 
SEEN MANY WHO HAVE BEEN TERROR- 
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IZED INTO ACCUSING THEMSELVES IN A 
MOST FANTASTIC WAY; WHO SIGNED 
CONFESSIONS EVERY WORD OF WHICH 
WAS PURE FICTION. 


“Up to the day I was arrested, I had 
read much about our trials. I did not 
believe that there was any justice in 
them, but I thought that some sort of 
little offense must exist, and that the 
authorities were merely making up the 
greatness and severity of such failures 
to live up to some sort of law. Today, 
since I myself have shared the fate 
of hundreds of thousands of such trial 
victims, I know that every such trial 
is based upon lies and falsehoods. 
Multitudes have lost their lives as a 
result of these so-called ‘trials’. 


“But I will briefly tell you my story 
.... I was arrested by the agents of 
the GPU with some four to five hun- 
dred others. We were thrown into cells 
that were large enough for four to 
five occupants; 742 x 1d feet, they 
measured. The guards pressed 16 and 
17 of us into each such space. 


“Without ventilation they kept us 
there for two weeks, and one is soon 
losing strength from such ‘prelimi- 
nary’ treatment. Then came my first 
questioning by a judge, a Jew. ‘Tell 
me where you have hidden the guns, 
and where the headquarters of the 
organization is of which you are a 
member’, he yelled at me. 


“I must have made a rather stupid 
face, for I knew nothing about any gun 
or organization. I suggested to him 
that there must be an error somewhere. 
They started to beat me and scolded 
and cursed me, for an hour in a most 
abusive and shameful manner. After 
that I was led off into a room eccupied 
by members of the count police, and 
here I was tortured in a most bestial 
manner. They always tried to kick my 
genital organs with their boots. 


“After that they posted me against 
a wall, and I had to stand there, with 
my face raised up. Seven days and 
seven nights I was kept standing thus, 
and they came and beat me with the 
butts of their guns. Every day I was 
led back to be questioned. 


“Before the questioning I was given 
about a half an hour to drink some tea 
and to eat food. They feed you just 
before the questioning to make you 
clearer in your mind. You are apt to 
have hallucinations, and your mind 
may become weird and insane with 
fantasies when you are forced to 
stand against the wall that way. 


“There were many rooms used for 
such purposes. Thirty feet apart the 
men were stationed, and thus for days 
and weeks — a never ending moaning 
and whimpering is heard all over the 
building. My own situation was des- 
perate but there were others who were 
worse off. 


_ “From having to keep my face up- 
lifted all the time I could not carry 
my head normally, and my feet were so 
swollen that I could hardly force them 
into rubber overshoes. But I have seen 
people who have been forced to stand 
thus for 21 days, and whose feet and 
legs have swelled until the skin burst. 


“At the last questioning I was 
asked whether I now was ready te 
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write down a confession. And then 
I was told and shown how much 
better those were being treated who 
had given confessions in writing. We, 
if we continued to refuse, would be 
subjected to the so-called ‘Chinese 
Baptism’. They take ice water and 
let that trickle down upon your skull 
for days at a time. The torture is 
such as to drive you insane. 


“I finally came to the conclusion 
that I could not escape death unless I 
invented some sort of fantastic con- 
fession. So I thought out some plans 
of possibilities to harm the govern- 
ment, organize people, and so on. For 
days I wrote, and much of it was 
even too silly and stupid to please my 
tormenters. They tore up my confes- 
sion and gave me directions how to 
write it. 

“Even this was so ridiculously silly 
that I couldn’t but tell them that no 
one would ever believe what I had 
written. But that did not matter. 
They were satisfied with the confession 
and convicted us. 


“I simply can not figure out what 
they intend to achieve with such meth- 
ods. Most every one of the leaders of 
this organization (the writer means 
the GPU — J.J.) is a Jew. How will 
they ever shoulder the responsibility 
they are loading upon themselves be- 
fore God? 


“But I shall not judge! God will do 
it! YET I CAN NOT BUT WONDER 
HOW PEOPLE CAN BECOME SO 
CRUEL. I could write much more 
about shameful cruelties committed by 
them, but my blood rebels even when 


I only think about these matters. 


“And what I am writing you is only 
part of what I and others have suf- 
fered; only part of the reasons I am 
gray, old and weak while still young. 
I am horror-stricken when I think that 
other nations might be dragged into a 
fate like ours in the land of misery 
and abuse.” 


Calls on Roosevelt to Act 


It is evident that despair drove the 
writer of the above letter to neglect 
the usual care and precaution. His 
only thought was to let us, outside of 
Russia, know what was actually going 
on. Fortunately his letter got through. 
Yet, will the people of the United 
States heed such warnings? Where 
do we have'leaders of Christian gov- 
ernments who will dare to protest? 


Who are the statesmen who will re- 
fuse to feast with Soviet barons, now 
preparing to celebrate the existence 
of twenty years of slaughtering and 
torturing the innocents? Is there a 
civilized nation that would be willing 
to demand having Russia thoroughly 
and honestly investigated ? 


Wouldn’t it be a great thing if a 
man like President Roosevelt would 
stand up and demand that a Commis- 
sion go through Russia and its prison 
camps, so the world could learn wheth- 
er all such letters as cited above are 
slander, or whether the Soviet govern- 
ment and its Communist leaders are 
people whom no decent human being 
would care to have anything to do 
with? 








Eagle Saints -- A Separated People 


A Sermon by Rev. L. B. 


Compton, Asheville, N. C. 





Px0DUS 19:4—“I bare you on 
eagles’ wings, and brought 
you unto myself.” 


My message deals with the subject 
of how “eagle saints” are made. 


Wherever you read in the Holy 
Scriptures about an eagle, it is invari- 
ably in connection with a miracle, for 
the eagle is God’s miracle fowl. There 
is no other bird like an eagle. It stands 
out distinct from all others. 


Nowhere in the Bible does God liken 
His children to any other bird, such 
as a crow, hawk, vulture. These may 
be mentioned in Scripture but never in 
connection with redeemed saints. But 
in many places of the Bible, the pecu- 
liar, separated people of God, in both 
Testaments, are compared to eagles. 


The Blood of Christ 


In the first place, I want you to 
notice that the eagle, in its normal life, 
lives off fresh meat. Their nature is 
to never eat decayed carrion. They 
enjoy slaying their own food; they 
thrive best when they ean have fresh 
lamb or other clean animals. 


Remember, Jesus said in John 6:53, 
“Verily, verily, I say unto you, Except 
ye eat the flesh of the Son of man, 
and drink his blood, ye have no life in 
you.” We become eagle saints as we 
learn how to eat of His flesh and drink 
of His blood. He said in the discourse 
about His second coming, Matthew 
24:28, “For wheresoever the carcase 
is, there will the eagles be gathered 
together.” Of course He was refer- 
ring to Himself as the slain Lamb, and 
pointing to the fact that His eagle 
saints would be gathered where He 
was. 
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The eagle saints everywhere in the 
Bible are a separated people. Talk to 
nominal professing church members 
about the Lord Jesus Christ being 
slain, that we may eat His flesh and 
drink His blood in order to possess 
eternal life, and it sounds to them 
ridiculous, for they cannot understand 
that our source of life is in Him; they 
cannot grasp the spiritual significance 
of what the Lord was saying in this 
passage. 


Jesus gave us the sacred ordinance 
of the Lord’s Supper, in order that we 
should keep in mind His slain body and 
shed blood for our eternal redemption. 
I Corinthians 11:26, “For as often as 
ye eat this bread, and drink this cup, 
ye do shew the Lord’s death till He 
come.” 


The way the Lord produces His eagle 
saints is by making them partakers 
of His own life. « 


The Word of God describes eagles as 
being miracle birds, and God said to 
the children of Israel after they had 
crossed the Red Sea, “I bare you on 
eagles’ wings, and brought you unto 
myself.” j

His people had been for hundreds 
of years, slaves in Egypt. They had 
served under hard taskmasters. They 
had labored with tired bodies, bleeding 
backs and hungry stomachs. Their 
toil and service had been under merci- 
less Egyptians. 


They had cried to God, and God saw 
their sufferings, heard their cries and 
sent Moses to deliver them, but the 
great Law Giver did not find an easy 
task. The whole record, is in the 
Book of Exodus. The time came for 
deliverance. The lambs were slain. 
The blood was shed. That was not all. 
The blood was applied on the door 
posts. 


“And the blood shall be to you for 
a token upon the houses where ye are: 
and when I see the blood, I will pass 
over you, and the plague shall not be 
upon you to destroy you, when I smite 
the land of Egypt.” 


The lambs were roasted well done 
in the homes of Goshen; the people 
were commanded to eat, having their 
staffs in their hands. Their front 
doors had been securely shut. 


Without doubt there were many 
blind, many lame, and many aged and 
infirm among them, but as they ate 
the lamb, shut in under the blood, 
blind eyes were opened, crutches fell 
from under the arms of cripples, aged 
people straightened up. What divine 
miracles were wrought that night by 
the hand of God! 


The moment came to depart and the 
march began, which was to take them 
through the Red Sea; we have the 
record that when they left Egypt 
“there was not one feeble person 
among their tribes.” Psalms 105:37. 


Now it is calculated there were at 
least four million of these Israelites 
concerning whom God says, “J bare 
you on eagles’ wings.” 


This certainly was a great miracle, 
and, I repeat, nowhere in the Bible 
does God mention eagles except in con- 
nection with some miracle. That is 
why I am bringing this message on 


Truly, when one be- 
comes an eagle saint, he knows it is 
done through the miraculous work of 
God himself. 


the eagle saint. 


Mounting Up 


Now, shall we turn to Isaiah 40:31, 
“But they that wait upon the Lord 
shall renew their strength; they shall 
mount up with wings as eagles; they 
shall run, and not be weary; and they 
shall walk, and not faint.” 


Here we find the prophet declaring 
that they that wait upon the Lord shall 
renew their strength, that is, they shall 
enjoy perpetual youth in the Lord. To 
the natural man, this is impossible, but 
all things are possible to them that 
wait upon the Lord. 


It is always through prayer and 
communion with the Lord that we ex- 
perience constant spiritual renewal; 
never in the natural, through self ef- 
fort. God does not want His children 
to always be grumbling and complain- 
ing — a sick headache today, backache 
tomorrow, sore throat at night, tired 
and worn out the next day. Christians 
should live victoriously in their daily 
lives. This experience belongs especial- 
ly to those who wait upon the Lord. 


If the Lord’s family, who are called 
by His Name all over the world, would 
spend as much time in waiting upon 
the Lord as they do thumbing the 
pages of newspapers and magazines, 
engaging in worldly and semi-worldly 
matters, they would understand what 
this Scripture means. 


By “waiting” in quiet communion 
with God, your strength is renewed, 
and not only so, but you shall mount 
up with wings as eagles. 


Did you ever have a mounting up 
experience? This something that comes 
within you, by waiting, so that you 
feel yourself lifted above things ma- 
terial! 


You can scarcely refrain from 
shouting; in fact it is not an uncommon 
thing for this mounting up experience 
to break forth from the heart with 
shouts of praise, with tears of glad- 
ness and expressions of joy! You feel 
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like you are walking in the air, so light 
and care-free. It is an experience that 
is witnessed on the inside, deep in the 
well-springs of the soul. 


I pity the professing Christian who 
knows nothing of experiential religion. 
I pity the Christian whose experience 
lacks the sweet, tender emotion of the 
Holy Spirit. 

in this mounting up, the things of 
earth lose their attraction and your 
soul and spirit, through waiting upon 
the Lord, mounts up into glorious fel- 
lowship and communion with God. The 
Word says, “They shall run and not 
be weary.” 


Youth Renewed 


We read again in Psalms 103:5, 
“Who satisfieth thy mouth with good 
things; so that thy youth is renewed 
like the eagles.” 


Most people, when they get up to the 
age of sixty, talk about what they have 
done, begin living in the past, and sub- 
mit themselves to the habits of old age. 
But this is not the Bible way for an 
eagle saint. 


A dear old saint who visited my Eli- 
ada Orphanage in his ninety-first year 
was as cheerful, and played with the 
children, as much as a youth. He told 
me that when he was sixty, his sons 
and daughters begged him to retire, 
saying that he was getting to be an old 
man. For a while he believed them 
and thought it was so. 


But when in a dying condition, this 
verse came to him, that God could re- 
new his youth; he started waiting upon 
the Lord, and began to request that his 
mouth be satisfied with pleasant 
things; his appetite improved, and he 
said this passage gave him inspiration 
and he began to put it into practice. 
The last I saw of him he was as spry 
as a man of thirty, always praising the 
Lord and quoting Scripture for the 
encouragement of others. 


Eagle Experiences 


Did you ever study the habits and 
characteristics of an eagle? There is 
a book published by a man who was 
reared in the Alps, that describes the 
nature of this, the greatest of all birds. 


He says that certain kinds of eagles 
live to be a hundred years old or older, 
but when they are sixty, or about that 
age, they begin to mope and sit around 
on the crags of rocks, seemingly un- 
interested in the affairs of life. 


When the storm beats upon them, 
they show no desire to rise, to mount 
above the clouds as they did when they 
were young. They seem insensible to 
rain and snow. They lose al! interest 
in what the younger eagles are doing. 
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But this man says, it is character- 
istic of them to later wake up. Sud- 
denly, at a given time, the old bird will 
begin to beat his wings with terrific 
force on the rocks, and then at inter- 
vals beat his beak fiercely, and break 
off great chunks of overgrown, hard 
cartilage. Then he will sit back and 
rub his old tail feathers out against 
the rocks. 


This practice is continued for days 
and weeks until the stones are covered 
with blood from their wings, tails and 
beaks. When they get the feathers all 
knocked out, the writer from the Alps 
says, new feathers come. The beak is 
worn short like a young eagle’s and 
“aed sharp, it also takes on new 
ife. 


The new feathers grow out fluffy, 
and after a while the old eagle takes 
on the appearance of a young bird. 
He has literally “renewed his youth”. 
And he is good for another fifty or 
sixty years! 


When the storms approach, the wind 
blows, and the lightning flashes, these 
old birds put their eye again to the 
skies and with a scream, leap toward 
the heavens, soar above the clouds, and 
enjoy the beautiful sunlight while the 
storm rages down below. 


The eagle renews his youth by phys- 
ical exercise. If an eagle can renew 
his youth through physical exercise, by 
the grace of God I shall endeavor to 
renew mine through spiritual exercise. 
God has a new, fresh, youthful experi- 
ence for His child every day of the 
year. This is God’s way for an eagle 
saint! 


Learning to Fly 


We come now to notice how God pro- 
duces an eagle saint. This is given 
to us in Deuteronomy 32: 11-12, “As 
an eagle stirreth up her nest, flutter- 
eth over her young, spreadeth abroad 
her wings, taketh them, beareth them 
on her wings: So the Lord alone did 
lead him, and there was no strange 
god with him.” 


This has to do primarily with God’s 
dealings with Jacob, as it was the di- 
vine purpose to make him and his fam- 
ily a peculiar treasure unto Himself. So 
God says, “As an eagle stirreth up her 
nest. 


Now first, we want to notice the 
construction of the eagle’s nest. She 
builds it among the crags and cliffs 
of the highest peaks on the mountain 
range. 


She selects a place where she is 
protected from all enemies. In the 
beginning, she carries large sticks, as 
big as your wrist or bigger. These 
are placed on the outside. Then she 
brings smaller ones. She lays these 
crosswise, and coming nearer to the 
center of the nest, small twigs and 
limbs are used. To complete the task, 
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she kills a sheep or lamb or goat, and 
with the fur makes a very soft, home- 
like place for her young. 


When the young eagle is born, tts 
first food is blood. Job 39: 30. Young 
saints are likewise produced by the 
blood of Jesus Christ. 


The newly born eagles thrive on 
fresh, warm blood, and the next ten- 
derest meat that can be found. The 
mother cares for them in a most cauti- 
ous manner; they grow and are soon 
developed into eagles. 


But while they sit in the nest and 
enjoy the comforts of a soft home, be- 
ing fed and protected from storms and 
beasts of prey, they do not yet realize 
themselves to be eagles. They have no 
eagle consciousness. Finally the pa- 
rents hold a conference, and come to 
the conclusion that their youngsters 
are now large enough and old enough 
to know that they too are eagles. 


The mother bird begins, first, by 
stirring up the nest. She picks their 
comfortable home to pieces. She takes 
that soft wool or goat hair, carries it 
off, and drops it from her feet into the 
canyon below. Then she takes away 
the small sticks. The young bird gets 
a severe bump and finds itself sitting 
uncomfortably on the rough limbs. 


The mother is stirring up the nest 
in order to wean the young birds from 
that home. So the Lord has a way of 
dealing with each of us! If your 
earthly nest is being stirred; if your 
money or your trusted friends, are 
gone; if you feel absolutely helpless 
and dependent upon God ard God 
alone, cheer up, for you are being 
weaned from the things of the world. 
God’s ways are seldom our ways. He 
wants eagle saints. We would never 
become saints at all, if we had our 
way. 


Remember friend, God has methods 
for weaning you from this perishing 
world if you will wholly follow Him. 
Now the Scriptures say that the 
mother bird fluttereth over her young, 
and again, that she spreadeth abroad 
her wings. 


This is done to excite the young 
birds to a knowledge that their mother 
is more superior than any other fowl 
of the air. She sits down by them in 
the nest, spreadeth out her wings like 
huge curtains, and of course the two 
young ones crawl on her back and this 
is exactly what she wanted. 


The next Scripture is, she taketh 
them. Now where does she take them? 


The moment she finds they are on 
her wings, with one mighty spring she 
leaps out into space! The little ones 
try to hold on for dear life! They 
put their tiny claws into the feathers 
and go screaming through the air. The 
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mother soars into the Sun rays, out 
beyond the vision of man. 


Then she shakes them violently and 
flutters them off; and they go tumb- 
ling down through space, screaming 
and crying because of the cruelty of 
their mother, wondering why they were 
ever born, knowing that only disaster 
awaits them on the rocks below. 


But after they have thus fallen into 
space, the Scripture says she bears 
them on her wings. In other words, 
she darts under them, catches them on 
her wings, and when they are securely 
clinched to her, she again bears them 
into the clouds and once more shakes 
them from her back. They come tumb- 
ling through space. 


This experience is repeated again 
and again. By degrees they learn to 
beat their wings, exercise their mus- 
cles, and after a few practices, realize 
that they too are eagles. After that, 
there is no longer any desire to return 
to the old nest. 


Eagle Saints 


By these difficulties, their mother 
has made them to know their possibili- 
ties as eagles, and the next Scripture 
we read is, “So the Lord alone did 
lead him, and there was no strange 
god with him.” 


Dear people, God wants you and me 
as His children to learn a lesson from 
the eagle. He wants us to know that 
during the storms, when His judgments

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are shaking kingdoms and nations, that 
we can mount up through divine Grace 
and live in the consciousness of His 
eternal presence with joyful hearts— 
in the midst of any storm or difficulty 
or opposition that may blow against 
us, in this present world. 


God has so created some types of 
eagles that they can soar above the 
clouds and throw the bones of their 
wings out of joint and sit on top of 
the wind and relax during the most 
desperate storm. 


Brethren, when I learned that, I 
said, My Lord, help me. If God can 
so make an eagle that it can so throw 
itself out of joint and sit on top of 
the wind and thus ride a storm, then 
why not make His saints to be able, 
by faith, to throw themselves out of 
joint with this old world and triumph 
over the storms of life. 


Yes, whatever storm it may be, may 
God so help you and me, to be able by 
prayer and faith in Him and His 
Word, to throw ourselves out of joint 
with things earthly, and just rest in 
His presence, committing everything to 
Him, knowing that He will bring 
everything out right, knowing that not 
a hair of our heads will perish because 
He has made His eagle saints heirs of 
God, and joint-heirs with Jesus Christ. 


We read in the blessed Book, Reve- 
lation 4:7, where one class of beings 
take the aspect in glory of a flying 
eagle. Truly God has likened His 
children, a portion of them at least, 
on earth and in heaven, as eagle saints. 


“Now unto Him that is able to do 
the exceeding abundantly above all 
that we ask or think, according to the 
power that worketh in us” grant unto 
us this heart desire to become separat- 
ed, and to be known as a peculiar 
people, zealous of good works. 








The Imperial Son

The second Psalm is one of the great 
cardinal chapters of the Bible. Its lyr- 
ical form, dramatic suggestion, poetic 
beauty, “ae insight, doctrinal ac- 

, and bold triumphal challenge 
give it full right to our attentive con- 
sideration. 


King David was sitting in his palace 
one day, in the fifteenth year of his 
reign—a palace made with cedar from 
Tyre. 

He looked out upon his surroundings 
and became conscious that although he 
lived in a cedar palace, the Ark of God 
still remained in a tent. For over 400 
years it had been so preserved. The 
difference between his palace and God’s 
tent smote David’s conscience and he 
determined to build a temple for God. 


Because of this commendable spirit 
in David, God sent him a message 
through the Prophet Nathan. David 
was not to build a temple, but great 
promises were given to him. II Samuel 
chapter 7, gives the message: 


1. The Ark would be permanently 
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located at Jerusalem, thus defeating 
the rival claims of Ephraim. 


2. The crown was settled by heredi- 
tary descent on David’s lineage, in op- 
position to the claims of Saul’s family. 


8. David was foretold the ultimate 
triumph of his kingdom. 


4. A light was shed for a moment 
upon the “hope of a nation”’—the Mes- 
siah and His Kingdom. 


This, then, is the background of the 
Psalm. In II Samuel 7:18 we find 
David going into the place of prayer 
and here, I believe, there came to him 
these words of the second Psalm— 
words attested by Acts 4:25 as those of 
King David. 

This Psalm used in Israel’s worship, 
would be very effective, as it was taken 
up responsively by the singers and the 
people. It divides itself into four di- 
visions of three verses each, twelve 
verses! Twelve—the Scriptural num- 
ber of manifest government. Here, 
then, we have: 1. The Plotting Na- 
tions; 2. The Laughing God; 8. The 
Imperial Son; 4. Suspended Judgment 
—Mercy Extended. 


The Plotting Nations, Verses 1-3 


The Psalm opens in the midst of 
great commotion and plottings and 
mutterings. The nations are assembled 
in conspiracy. They are in wild rage 
like the waves of the sea. 


The singer seems astonished and sur- 
prised at the futility and unreasonable- 
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ness of their ragings, and sums it all 
up in that first word: WHY? 


Why do they rage? Why do they 
plot? Do they not know that they can- 
not prevent the Messiah from having 
His empire? 


The rulers rebel and “set them- 
selves”. They take deliberate, malicious 
and obstinate opposition into their own 
hands. They will have none of God nor 
of His Anointed. 


They say, “Let us break their bands 
asunder, and cast away their cords 
from us.” 
of the restraints and authority of God. 


Thus in these verses you have de- 
picted the great struggle which is to 
ensue concerning the Kingdom of 
Christ. That Kingdom is not being 
builded today. That Kingdom will not 
be set up until the King comes. Hell 
and Heaven will fight for it. 


Earth is to be the battleground where 
Satan has so long reigned that he is 
known as the very prince of the air we 
breathe and the god of its worship. 


What has this to do with us? Every- 
thing! The curtain of this age is fall- 
ing. Today Christ is rejected and de- 
spised, laughed at and used in degraded 
mouths for cursings. 


The mutterings of the people are to 
be heard on every hand—the mutter- 
ings of eugenics which sees man as on- 
ly a product of heredity; the mutter- 
ings of sociology that sees man as only 
a victim of environment; the gibber- 
ings of godless philosophies and cults. 
Open rebellion on every hand. 


Every phase of modern life seems to 
try to outdo itself in offering new and 
greater affronts to Almighty God and 
to His Christ. Listen! 


The Laughing God, Verses 4-6 


“He that sitteth in the heavens shall 
laugh.” The Bible sometimes depicts 
God as awaking and arising to vindi- 
cate himself. But here He does not 
even trouble to do that, even when men 
are at the acme of their rebellion. He 
~~ And laughs! It is the laugh 
0 : 


Only four times does God laugh in 
Scripture, and in each of the four times 
it is because of the stupidity—the 
sottish stupidity of puny men who 
think they can get along without Him. 
It is the laugh of supreme contempt! 
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“Then! Shall He speak unto them in 
his wrath.” The “then” presupposes 
a “when.” 


When? Why, when their conspiracy 
has ripened. When? Just at the crisis 
when men expected success. 


When? Why, when labor and capital 
shall stand ready to fight to the death, 
when the rich will have heaped their 
treasures together for judgment, when 
the festered boil of this world’s sin 
shall have come to a head—when the 
Apostate Jew, the Anti-christ of the 
last part of Revelation 13, who will 
hate the God of Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob, who will laugh at the “desire of 
women” which is that each Jewish 
mother hopes she will be the channel 
for the coming Messiah, who will de- 
ceive men by his miracles and set him- 
self up as very God in the temple of 
Jehovah, when the Jews shall accept 
this imitation Christ instead of the true 
Christ they rejected so long ago, thus 
fulfilling John 5:43, “I am come in 
my Father’s Name, and ye receive me 
not; if another shall come in his own 
name, him ye will receive.” 


Then! When? Why, when the na- 
‘tions gather to Armageddon in the 
Plain of Esdraelon and Valley of Jez- 
reel where Barak defeated the Canaan- 
ites and Gideon put the Midianites to 
flight; where Napoleon looking down 
one day from the mountains said, 
“What a magnificent battleground 
this would be! There is room here for 
all the armies of all the nations of the 
world to maneuver.” 


Russia and Turkey of the North will 
be there. Egypt of the South will mass 
her armies; Japan and China and In- 
dia, long tired of western interference 
and imperialism will move from the 
East towards Palestine to take that 
backdoor to their homes. 


And the West will be moving. A Ten- 
Kingdomed Confederacy formed in the 
territory of the Old Roman Empire, 
led by the Beast of the first part of 
Revelation 13, will likewise march to- 
wards Palestine. 


Here these armies will meet—selfish, 
blood-thirsty, cruel—and, and, AND! 
“THEN, HE THAT SITTETH IN 
THE HEAVENS SHALL LAUGH!” 
“Then shall He vex them in His sore 
displeasure.” 


When God speaks, it is to act! In 
this Psalm God laughs, God speaks, 
God confounds! 


While the nations writhe in blood 
and war on the Plain of Esdraelon, the 
True Church safe in Heaven, may hear 
the angel choirs chanting to music 
played on golden stringed and diamond 
= harps the words of the Eternal 


“Yet have I set my King 
Upon my holy hill of Zion.” 


It is as if God said, “Wait. Step 
back, Take your perspective!” Earth’s 
ragings are balanced over against that 
“YET” of God. “He shall also blow 
upon them, and they shall wither, and 
the whirlwind shall take them away as 
stubble.” 


No place to be born—while here on 
earth no place to lay His head—a bor- 
rowed tomb—YET! 


See Him there, the last night going 


out into the Mount of Olives where not 
even the nearest and dearest friend 
stays awake to watch with Him, where 
He sweats blood while the Devil tries 
to kill Him, where He is led away a 
captive to be bruised and beaten and 
crucified—YET! 


The Heavens open! One comes forth. 
I know Who He is for on His thigh is 
written: KING OF KINGS, LORD OF 
LORDS. 


The One Whose blood was shed, now 
comes to shed the blood of others and 
in a forced march of 181 miles He 
splashes through the blood of these ar- 
mies gathered on the plain of 
Esdraelon. Behold Him! BEHOLD

The Imperial Son, Verses 7-9.

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Mussolini, A Modern Caesar 
By Special Defender Correspondent in the Holy Land 





HE second week of March 
brought a tempest of political 
disorder in the Near East. 


With the exception of Italy and Ger- 
many, the European governments view 
with deep concern the situation in 
Palestine, Lebanon, Syria, and Iraq. 


With Turkish war planes hovering 
on the borders of Alexandrette; with 
Syria threatening an ultimatum there- 
for; with the ministerial crises in Syria, 
Lebanon, Lattaquie, and Alaouite, in 
which partisan government leaders 
staged murderous assaults on one an- 
other; with Jews fleeing from Iraq to 
Syria and Lebanon in great numbers— 
the political tension in the Near East 
is stretched almost to the bursting 
point, and everywhere, from Constanti- 
nople to Aden, men and institutions are 
reorienting in anticipation of the com- 
ing upheavai. 


Rival officials in the new Independ- 
ent Governments of the Syrian States 
employed clubs, daggers, bombs, and 
vitrol in the most unparliamentary 
fashion. The French High Commis- 
sioner interfered; the offenders were 
apprehended, and a Mandatory investi- 
gation is in progress. 

The two army units that have been 
forming during the past six months in 
Iraq are, of course, anti-semitic. They 
are led by Fawzi Koukji, the guerilla 
leader in last summer’s Palestine 
trouble. He has been spending his time 


making inflammatory speeches, and 
forming an army with the reputed aim 
of “driving the British into the sea”. 


The Iraquis believe that Koukj: last 
summer defeated the British ariy. He 
himself proclaims: “What I have done 
is merely a first effort to show what 
the Arabs can d». I now demand an 
army to expel the British from Arab 
lands.” 

Koukji’s demand aad propaganda is 
being preached from the Mosques of all 
Arab countries. Thus the Palestine 
problem is becoming an all Moslem 
problem. 

Koukji’s two divisions recently ap- 
peared upon the frontier of [raq---one 
east of Bosrah, and one in the region 
of Koweit. A third division is forming 
in the region of Mosul. The Govern- 
ment has sent troops to watch the 
bands. 


However, Iraq at present is threaten- 
ed with a revolt, as many high officials 
and army officers are in sympathy 
with Koukji. As an anti-semitic move- 
ment was already forming in Baghdad, 
the Government counseled the Jews to 
evacuate. 


Government officials in Iraq who are 
opposed to military dictatorship are 
marked for assassination. Those black- 
listed include sixty secret service men 
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serving in the Intelligence Department 
of the Government. 


To March on Palestine 


The advertised intention of the 
Koukji forces and the anti-semitic 
groups in the Government is to evict 
the Jews from Iraq, then make a 
Spring-time march on Palestine. They 
are confident they can rid Palestine cf 
Zionism and of British rule. 


These revolutionists are not insignifi- 
cant in numbers or in military train- 
ing; they have had the support of men 
and money from all Arab countries of 
the East; they have financial contri- 
butions from two major Arab societies 
in the United States; four in South 
America; from small groups in Africa; 
and from four European governments, 
each of which through subsidized 
agencies is contributing in various 
ways to Arab struggle for independ- 
ence. 


The Jews are beginning to feel that 
their gold and silver will not deliver 
them. They do not realize that gold 
from a vicious ring of International 
Jews, has become the main support of 
another vicious circle of Arabs who are 
hostile to Zionism and, being primitive- 
ly governed by race hatred, are bent 
on their destruction. 


A new pact has just been entered in- 
to between Yemen, Iraq, and Seoudi- 
Arabia. The pact was negotiated by 
Jamil El Madhafi, ex-President of the 
Council of Iraq; the pact provides for 
Arabic fraternity, assistance in time 
of war, and mutual intercourse—com- 
mercial, social, religious, ete. Egypt is 
seeking coalition with this entente. 


_ Meanwhile Great Britain has found 
it necessary to reinforce her position 
in Palestine. Sporadic disturbances 
have become more numerous of late. 


_ Bands of insurgents are again form- 
ing; petit attacks have been made up- 
on Beisan and Haifa, to which points 
armed forces have been rushed in con- 
siderable numbers. Many quarters in 
Palestine are threatened, and the Gov- 
ernment has become extremely alert. 


It can be seen that the dangers at 
the present time are far greater in the 
Near East than they were a year ago. 
lf a general conflict should ensue in 
Europe, it is not difficult to visualize 
ch will take place in the land of the 

ible. 


Mussolini as Benefactor 


In the meantime, while Mussolini is 
facing England with mutterings and 
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grimaces, he is sweetly smiling upon 
the unhappy and impoverished inhabi- 
tants of Western Asia. 


He is inwardly satisfied with the 
political discord he observes. He is 
cherishing paternal hopes for 
country and voices marked sympathy 
for the distresses of the people. He 
is doing everything possible to attract 
and rivet the Arab world to his do- 
main, and to recognize his boundless 
gratuities. 


Like a beneficent father he is simpli- 
fying their social, educational and com- 
mercial requirements—yes, and_ re- 
ligious too, if they will accept it. By 
his material development program, he 
is demonstrating his friendliness, his 
solicitude, without appearing intrusive. 


In can be excused if he points un- 
ceasingly, with subdued pride, to the 
halo of glory that circles his head as a 
patron saint. As Washington and 
Lincoln were to America, so is he to 
the segregated states of the ancient 
Rome. “Call me Emancipator”, he 
says, “I who bring things to pass as I 
decree. Shall I not transform you, and 
cause you to inherit peace and pros- 
perity?” 

And the Arab world is beginning to 
sit up, rub its eyes—and consider with 
amazement. 


“Mare Nostrum” 


THEN CAME MARCH 10TH, THE DAY 
SCHEDULED FOR MUSSOLINI TO LEAVE 
ROME FOR LIBYA, ACROSS THE MEDITER- 
RANEAN. NO CAESAR EVER TRAVELED 
WITH A GREATER DISPLAY OF AUTHOR- 
ITY AND SPLENDOR. 


Prior to 1912, when Italy won Libya, 
this part of Africa’s northern coast was 
regarded as a miserable desert. To say 
that Mussolini has done wonders in re- 
viving the Libyan portion of the 
old Roman Empire would be to put it 
mildly! 

From the time he set foot on African 
soil early in March, until the hour of 
his departure, he was greeted with wild 
enthusiasm. His speeches bristled with 
such statements as “The New Empire 
of the Caesars” and “Rome, the Com- 
mon Mother of All Mediterranean 
Peoples”. 

He called himself the “Defender of 
the Prestige of the Roman Empire”. 
He left no doubt as to his intention of 
ultimately becoming absolute ruler of 
the territory controlled by ancient 
Rome. 
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The old Empire, of course, complete- 
ly surrounded the Mediterranean. Thus, 
the Sea was called a “Roman Lake”— 
Mare Nostrum (our Sea). 


Mussolini’s visit to Libya; the man- 
ner in which the people prostrated 
themselves before him; his recent con- 
quest of Ethiopia; reminds the pro- 
phetical student of the passage in 
Daniel 11:43 which refers to the Anti- 
christ of the end-time: “AND THE 
LIBYANS AND THE ETHIOPIANS 
SHALL BE AT HIS STEPS.” 


The peak of audacity was not 
reached, on the Libyan tour, until 
Mussolini, standing before a cheering 
throng, actually declared himself to 
be the “Protector of Islam.” There 
were instant repercussions in the 
London halls of Parliament? British 
pride gave evidence of being stung to 
the core, since England rules practi- 
cally the entire Moslem world. 


Mussolini knows that Great Britain, 
with her powerful navy, now controls 
both exits of “his” Sea—at Gibraltar 
and the Suez Canal. He knows that 
to become a modern Caesar, wielding 
absolute authority over the territory of 
ancient Rome, he must some day blow 
the corks out at both ends and station 


his own ships there to regulate travel k 


in Mediterranean waters. 


In order to gain control of old Rome 
and rebuild it according to his personal 
ideas, he realizes that the Moslem 
population of northern Africa must be 
won over to the plan. Hence his appeal 
to Mohammedans that they should look 
to him for salvation. 


Adding to this daring gesture the 
further fact that, while on the Libyan 
trip, he stood most of a whole day on 
the deck of his ship reviewing two 
squadrons of the new Italian Navy, one 
can readily understand England’s 
present state of alarm. 


In the Near East, it is no longer so 
much a question “WILL there be a 
major naval struggle in the Mediter- 
ranean?” as “WHEN will it begin?” 


Prophetic Significance 


Exactly such developments as we are 
today witnessing were announced more 
than a half century B. C. by the pro- 
phet Daniel when he described the re- 
surrection of the fourth Beast (Rome) 
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from the dead as an event to take 
place during the closing time of the 
dispensation in which the world is now 
living. 

We read about old Rome in Daniel 
7:7 and we read about revived Rome in 
Daniel 7:8. We read about the return 
of Christ in the same chapter—Daniel 
7:13 

Italy in the border states; Italy in 
the hinterland; Italy in the remote 
interior! Italy—first in commerce; 
first in social, educational, commercial, 
and religious reconstruction! 


A preponderance of Italian influence 
is everywhere manifest throughout the 
Near East, and the Northern countries 
of Africa.

vance in the work of unrestricted Em- 
pire building. For this Italy has a large 
camouflaged financial reserve. 


Great Britain and France recognize 
the irresistible force of Italy’s exten- 
sion activities both in, and beyond, the 
territories cf the Caesars, but take no 
adequate provision for checking them. 


Mussolini as a diplomat is practi- 
cally voicing to the Eastern Hemis- 
phere “Render unto Caesar what is 
Caesar’s”,—but hardly makes a pre- 
tense of quoting the balance of the’sen- 
tence. 


He does not conceal his thoughts 
when cogitating in terms of conquest. 
“IT have subdued and captivated Italy; 
I have conquered and humbled Ethi- 
opia; I will checkmate the usurpers of 
Roman Empire; I will make true the 
dream of Imperial Rome.” 


Among world rulers Mussolini has 
not a peer in dramatic eloquence; his 
impassioned utterances have both a 
driving and a sweeping force which his 
subdued subjects can little withstand. 


But he believes that actions speak 
louder than words, and backs up his 
declarations with material evidence of 
his power to act. 


Hew He Prevails 


A year and a half ago Italy found 
herself suddenly isolated politically, 
morally, and economically from 52 
States. In spite of this, her rapid vic- 
tory in the greatest colonial war of 
history, won an unwonted prestige and 
—_— the national vanity immense- 
y. 

Mussolini was then eulogized more 
widely than ever as a _heaven-sent 
leader who knew his mind and would 
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carry out his policy in the face of all 
difficulties. 


Immediately after his annexation 
proclamation, he instructed the former 
Finance Minister, Count Volpi, now 
President of the Fascist Confederation 
of Industrialists, to “organize rapidly 
large and comprehensive groups of 
business and scientific men to study 
the resources of the new territory,” and 
before the end of May 1936, the con- 
federation had opened an office for 
Italian East Africa. 


This office in turn has organized 13 
stock companies interested in raw 
materials. These companies are capi- 
talized to the extent of $100,000 to $1,- 
000,000. A similar control system ob- 
tains for industrial development on 
territory NOT UNDER THE ITALIAN 
GOVERNMENT. 


It will be noticed that the Italian 
Royal School of Commerce, situated at 
Salhie-Arnous, Damascus, is turning 
out many well qualified Arab graduates 
to fit into Mussolini’s program of 
peaceful conquest of the Near East. 


The commercial institute is only one 
of a complete chain of similar schools 
in this part of the world. Besides there 
are other Italian schools, colleges and 
universities, in classical array. This in- 
cludes Egypt, Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, 
and other countries in Northern Africa. 


Near East journals carry display ad- 
vertisements of the Banco De Roma 
establishments in all the principal 
cities. Under the central direction of 
Rome, this banking adjunct has a 
capitalization of 200,000,000 Lira. 


From Rome the Banco De Roma ex- 
tends its tentacles into London, Berlin, 
Paris, Switzerland, Turkey, Malta and 
Egypt, with agencies in other Mediter- 
ranean countries. It has banks in six 
Syrian cities and three in Palestine. 

Its chain of banks on the Western 
Continent are too numerous to be easily 
enumerated. In the United States many 
of the “Banks of Italy” have been 
known in late years by other names 
for political reasons. 
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It is now understood that at the 
beginning of the war in Ethiopia, 
Mussolini took stock in the Banco De 
Roma with money subscribed for war 
purposes, and huge loans have been 
secured and securities hypothecated to 
further Mussolini’s industrial aims in 
the Near East and in Africa. 


SO, WE SEE, WHILE OTHERS 
SLEEP, ITALY CONTINUES ITS 
PENETRATION INTO THE AF- 
FAIRS OF ALL MEDITERRANEAN 
COUNTRIES, BUILDING SOLIDLY 
FOR THE FUTURE. 


Last summer when the disorders in 
Palestine were at their height, Italian 
official circles in Egypt approached a 
prominent Egyptian Jew offering, on 
behalf of Signor Mussolini, facilities 
for the settlement cf 500,000 Jews in 
Ethiopia in return for capita] invest- 
ments there. Will this offer be now 
renewed? 


And will Italy’s super-dictator con- 
tinue to materialize proofs that he is 
the Man of Destiny portrayed in Daniel 
11:21-45? 


The Last Missing 
Link Fails

INCE Darwin proclaimed that 

man was the progeny of apes 
and lower orders of animals, Evo- 
lutionists have been eager in 
their search for missing-links 
which might close the gap be- 
tween men and the beasts. 


One of the greatest discoveries in this 
line has been that of a number of an- 
cient human remains in caves in north- 
ern China. The men, whose bones 
were recently found, have been given 
the name Sinanthropus, sometimes 
termed “Peking Man”. 


Franz Weidenreich of the Peiping 
Union Medical College discusses cer- 
tain of these human remains in an ar- 
ticle in Science, the organ of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advancement 
of Science, and emphasizes the sup- 
posed primitiveness of the skulls. 


The apparent implications are that 
the owners of these skulls were far 
down the scale toward the apes. The 
actual implications are that these men 
lived only a few thousand years ago 
and were members of the Mongolian 
branch of mankind. 


All known races of men are acknow- 
ledged to have come from southwestern 
Asia, in the district between the 
Persian Gulf and the Caspian Sea. The 
Chinese, who form the greatest branch 
of the Mongolian race, certainly did so. 


One authority for this is Sir Robert 
K. Douglas in “China”, a part of 
Lodge’s “History of Nations”. He states 
among other things that there are 
“many incontestable proofs... that they 
(the Chinese) had migrated from a 
sg south of the Caspian Sea”. The 

time he gives is in the 23rd century 
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B. C., and he discusses at length the 
affinities of Chinese culture and lang- 
uage with that of the ancient inhabit- 
ants of this land. 


Certainly it is not to be believed 
that although the Chinese lived near 
the Persian Gulf a little more than 
4,000 years ago, other “iongolians lived 
in Northern China tens of thousands 
of years earlier. That would be ab- 
surd! 


The reasonable conclusion is that the 
owners of the skulls found in the caves 
of Northern China were early migrants 
from Southwestern Asia, like the early 
Chinese. 


Another very significant fact is that 
one feature of the face found in some 
of these remains is very uncommon 
and among all mankind it has been 
found most among the Incas of Peru, 
and next among some other American 
Indians. But the Indians are recog- 
nized as being a branch of the Mongo- 
lians and comparatively recent imi- 
grants into America from Northeastern 
Asia, not far from where these skulls 
were found. 


Therefore “Peking Man” is by two 
lines of evidence seen to be simply an 
early Mongolian. The Mongolians had 
the same human ancestors as the Indo- 
Europeans, the Semites, negroes and 
other branches of mankind. By no 
means, therefore was “Peking Man” 
extremely ancient, or a semi-ape.

LINK, TURNS OUT TO BE REAL MAN OF 
COMPARATIVELY RECENT ORIGIN. 


However, this is not all that has 
been developed by this find. Dr. 
Weidenreich states that these “Peking 
Men” were seemingly close akin to 
Java Man, alias Pithecanthropus, who 
is composed of a few particles of bone, 
the only important part being a portion 
of the top of a skull. If Pithecanthro- 
pus is the same sort of man as “Pek- 
ing Man”, and “Peking Man” is no- 
thing more than an ancient Mongolian, 
which he has turned out to be, not only 
is “Peking Man” demolished as a miss- 
ing link between man and the beasts, 
but Java Man, Pithecanthropus, is de- 
molished along with him. 


This is a usual fate of various miss- 
ing links. 








Jazz Music Analyzed

ETWEEN the glorious har- 

monies of sacred music, and 
the blatant, discordant, sensuous 
rhythms of popular “jazz”, there 
is a great and fundamental dif- 
ference. 


Deepest soul-yearnings can be ex- 
pressed only in music which has its 
roots in the depths of spiritual ex- 
perience. Only contact with God can 
satisfy the longings and quiet the rest- 
lessness of a soul—restlessness which 
is accentuated and often whipped into 
a frenzy by modern “jazz.” 


In this article we propose to trace 
the origin and effect of this so-called 
music. We will endeavor to determine 
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the truth of the statement that “jazz is 
but the off-spring of jungle rhythm”. 
Is there, in truth, relationship between 
the music of Chicago and the music of 
Congo? 


Who Sang The First Song? 


_In our. efforts to trace the begin- 
nings of jazz, we must investigate the 
origin of music itself ... and the first 
logical question which arises, is .. . 
“Who sang the first song?” 


Of course the answer would be, 
“Why, the morning stars sang to- 
gether, and the sons of God shouted 
for joy, long before man was created!” 


Right! And that celestial music far 
transcends the grandest symphony ever 
conceived in the mind of man. 


But we are here discussing the music 
of mankind. Who on earth did sing the 
first song? 


Was it Tubal-Cain in his smithy? Or 





was it Jubal, “the father of all such as 
handle the harp and organ”? (Gen. 4: 
21) 


We do know this—that music has 
always been associated with worship. 
We discover, from Biblical accounts 
and from secular history, that mankind 
has always exercised some form of re- 
ligious expression, and that music has 
always been associated with it. 


The remotest tribes and the mest 
barbaric people have ever used some 
form of music in connection with their 
religious ceremonialisms, even though 
it may have been but the rhythmic 
beating of a rude drum, or a monosyl- 
labic chanting. 


Travelers tell us that, even in our 
own day, Polynesian cannibals gloat 
over their still-living victims and give 
thanks to their- gods by singing grue- 
somely-suggestive passages of rising 
quarter-tones. 


Rhythm In Religious Worship 


Dancing was also associated with 
worship, in the history of early man- 
kind. 

Music, and dancing, in religion? Yes, 
even in Bible days! 

Early singing was doubtless spon-

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taneous, and accompanied by natural 
body movements, such as the clapping 
of hands, the stamping of feet, and a 
rhythmic swaying. 

Rhythm, the root of both music and 
dancing, has always been the natural 
vehicle for the expression of emotions 

. . either for the expression of good 
impulses, or of evil passions. And we 
shall discover, in this study, the power 
of rhythm to exert influence in either 
direction, for good or for evil. 

Originally, rhythm was exercised for 
good. 


Miriam led a group of women in a 
holy dance before the Lord, shaking 
timbrels in their hands, and singing 
praises unto God. (Ex. 15:20) 


King David on at least one occasion 
used dancing, shouting, singing, and 
the playing of instruments, in wor- 
shiping the Lord! (2 Sam. 6:14, 15) 
On another occasion he exhorted his 
people to combine singing and dancing 
in their praises to God! (Psa. 149:3; 
150:4) 


Let us here pause to remark that 
there is a world of difference between 
the holy dancing of Miriam, and the 
immoral contortions and _ writhings 
which are called dancing today! 


Rhythm’s Degrading Power 


Yes, rhythm, as expressed in music 
and dancing, was rightly used as a 
vehicle of worship, originally. 


We shall now see that rhythm can also 
express base emotions, and can be used 
as a powerful means of INFLAMING 
passions. And it is this power to in- 
flame emotions that makes “Jazz” such 
a DAMNING INFLUENCE on human 
morals. 


David tells of the “songs of the 
drunkard”. (Psa. 69:12) 


Amos writes of the sinful songs of 
his day. (Amos 5:23, 6:5 and 8:10) 


Music and dancing were both prime 
factors in the degrading sinfulness of 
the children of Israel. (Ex. 32:18, 19) 
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The daughters of Shiloh used danc- 
ing to entice young men into sin. 
(Judges 21:21) 


Music and sinful dancing lulled the 
Amalekites into unpreparedness, and 
cost them their lives. (I Sam. 30:16) 


Job bewails the singing and dancing 
of the wicked. (Job 21:11, 12) 


John the Baptist was beheaded be- 
cause a wily young woman used the 
power of a suggestive dance to entrap 
Herod. (Mk. 6:22) 


Thus we can follow the ever-widen- 
ing trails of the two extremes of the 
power of rhythm. 


While the followers of Jehovah were 
spreading principles of righteousness 
throughout the environs of the Holy 
Land, followed by the spreading of 
Christianity northward throughout 
Europe and_ eventually to North 
America, the forces of Darkness, cen- 
tered at first in Egypt, were spreading 
their influences, sinister and deadly, 
throughout Asia and Africa! 


And it was in these two continents— 
Asia and Africa— that the degrading 
power of rhythm was increasingly deve- 
loped. The jungles reverberated with 
the  war-inciting, passion-stirring 
weirdness of the rhythmic noises made 
by the medicine men’s tom-toms and 
rude instruments. Rhythm played an 
important part in the inciting of 
carnage, lust, and horrible cannibal- 
istic orgies! 


While Christianity was forging 
northward, and hymnology was being 
developed as an uplifting influence, 
heathenism was entrenching itself in 
the dark continents, making ever-in- 
creasing use of the power of rhythm to 
degrade and debase. 


Satan’s Missionaries 


Faithful messengers of the Cross 
have been carrying the ennobling in- 
fluences of the Gospel to all parts of 
the world—but meanwhile Satan’s mis- 
sionaries have been bringing the 
blighting curse of sinful animalism to 
us. 

While we were teaching the children 


of China to sing, “Yes, Jesus Loves 
Me”—Satanic inspiration was inject- 
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ing the virus of jungle rhythm into us, 
and our children were singing some 
such degrading songs as “Why Not 
Take All Of Me?” 


And it is a peculiar coincidence (or 
is it a coincidence?) that the seeds of 
jazz music were being planted on the 
shores of America at about the same 
time that our Christian missionary 


‘activities were reaching their zenith! 


AT FIRST, SUCH MUSIC (IF IT CAN BE 
CALLED MUSIC!) WAS CONFINED TO THE 
HONKY-TONKS OF NEW ORLEANS. FROM 
THERE IT INVADED THE CHEAP DANCE- 
HALLS OF BIRMINGHAM, ATLANTA, 
CHATTANOOGA AND MEMPHIS, AND 
FINALLY WAS SCATTERED TO ALL PARTS 
OF THE COUNTRY ON THE WINGS (?) OF 
“ALEXANDER’S RAG-TIME BAND”. 


In a few years, “rag-time” was the 
current sensation. It was carried into 
the highest reaches of society on the 
heels of the moral breakdown which 
followed the World War. The rhythmic 
syncopation of the jungle had become 
the sophisticated accompaniment to 
“cultured” vice. 


The Current “Swing” Craze 


“Rag-time” .... “Syncopation” (ac- 
cent on sin) .... “Jazz” .... “Blues” 
Soe And now we have a new name 
for it... . “Swing”! 

In our opinion, the only difference 
between the leader of a modern “swing” 
orchestra, and a jungle medicine-man, 
is that the former is wearing a dress- 
suit instead of a grass skirt, and has 
a slim baton in his dainty hand instead 
of a ring through his nose. 


The effect of his music is the same 
as that of the medicine man. Savage 
impulses stirred in the breast of a 
tuxedo-garbed American are as vicious 
and dangerous as the appetites 
stirred in the breast of the half-nak- 
ed African by the same Satanic 
rhythm! 

It is a sad commentary upon so-call- 
ed “Christian civilization” to com- 
pelled to admit that by far the greater 
part of RADIO TIME is devoted to 
the dissemination of “Jazz”. 

The very exploiters who are profit- 
ing by the corruption of morals via 
the silver screen, have discovered that 
the same formula produces enormous 
profits via the microphone. 

And it is worthy of note that the in- 
troduction of new vulgarisms into the 
dance is invariably accompanied by 
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new trends toward heathenism in our 
music. Both of them are always ac- 
companied by a sharp decline in morali- 
ty. 

Is that a mere coincidence? Or is it 
another proof that Satan has prostitut- 
ed the art of music and dancing to his 
own nefarious uses? 


Rhythr., Good and Bad 


In summing up the evidence, we 
have seen that the power of rhythm can 
be used to express exalted emotions, 
or can be diverted and subverted to the 
inflaming of baser emotions and pas- 
sions. 


The same principle of rhythm employ- 
ed in Miriam’s “dancing before the 
Lord” is now used to accentuate the 
immoral and the sensuous. For this 
reason, Christians have taken a stand 
against all forms of dancing, and it no 
longer is used as a vehicle of worship, 
as formerly. 


Music, also, not only has power to 
elevate and inspire men to deeds of 
heroism, and assist them in their wor- 
ship of divinity; but it also has power 
to degrade them, stupefy their morals, 
and inflame dangerous and soul-dam- 
ning emotions. Jazz music falls within 
this class. 


By way of comparison, let us con- 
sider the power of electricity. Not only 
can it light our homes, run our fac- 
tories, and make possible the many 
conveniences which we enjoy; but it al- 
so can become the instrument of de- 
struction and death. 


It is an undeniable fact, that the 
strongest will-power in existence can- 
not ignore the power of rhythm. And 
when this power is used by Satan, 
through the suggestive writhings of a 
debasing dance, and the fascinating 
spell of a sensuously-rhythmic orchestra 
—the strongest will-power is “up 
against” tremendous odds. 


Only the grace of God can counter- 
act the subtle influence of Satanic 
rhythm! Only a definite change of 
heart, the “born-again” experience, 
can create such an overwhelming de- 
sire for worth-while things that all else 
appears cheap and sordid and unde- 
sirable. 


Let others wallow in the mire of 
earthly fantasies; let us “lift up our 
eyes unto the hills”, and feast our souls 
upon the satisfying richness of the 
heavenly harmonies of God’s holiness. 


The Symphony Of The Universe 


Original creation was perfect and 
beautiful. “The morning stars sang 
together, and the sons of God shouted 
for joy!’

All 
of creation was in perfect accord—in 
perfect tune. 


Then came catastrophe! Lucifer’s re-

lies . . . and the entrance of SIN into 
the picture. 


The harp of celestial harmony was 
thrown “off-key” by this new note— 
SIN. And the glorious “majors” of 
worship and adoration were modulated 
into the “minors” that now predomi- 
nate. 


We are told that all sounds in nature 
today are in the Minor strain, the roar 
of the cataract, the song of the 
meadow-lark, the howling of the wolf- 
pack, the wind-rustling in the forest, 
the rumbling of the surf, the crackling 
of a flame.

vism and the trying to eradicate every- 
thing that appertains to Christianity, 
certainly in this situation, prayer can- 
not help; so the practical man speaks! 
It will be good for us therefore to 
consider an experience that occurred 
right in Shanghai, beginning the last 
week in June 1925 and continuing for 
nine unbroken weeks. 


The trouble in China has evolved 
from a series of situations of long 
years standing. Perhays one of the most 
acute manifestations of trouble occur- 
red in the early summer of 1925. A 
riot, stirred up by Chinese students, 
had occurred in Shanghai, on May 30th. 


As time progressed this feeling of 
hatred became more bitter and was 
directed mainly against the British 
and the Japanese. Even Americans 
were affected. One was fearful of 
one’s life in the home or on the street. 
Like a bolt out of a blue sky came 
the unfortunate conflict of the student 
riots which inflamed China from East 
to West and from North to South. 


Soon the evacuation of missionary 
stations was necessary, and the good 
people who labored in the remote parts 
of that great land, despoiled of their 
earthly all, began to swarm into Shang- 
hai. The words “Let occasion serve 
thee for God is with thee” were almost 
constantly in our mind. 


Meetings for the missionaries were 
arranged, and to our utter amazement 
a large number of cultured Chinese 
attended these gatherings, even though 
they were being held in a British 
Church and the anti-foreign feeling 
was so rife. 


Days of fasting and prayer brought 
confessions of sins such as theft, evil 
speaking and worse, confession and 
restitution followed and before the 
close of the meetings more than fifty 
young men and women had consecrated 
their lives to Him for evangelistic 
service; many were converted... . 


The autumn of 1857 was signalized 
by a sudden and fearful convulsion in 
the commercial world. The immediate 
occasion which began the revival in 
New York was the famous noon-day 
prayer meeting movement. 


Mr. J. C. Lamphier, a lay missionary 
in New York City, was greatly burden- 
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ed for the salvation of souls. Almost 
daily in the lecture room of the old 
Dutch Church on Fulton Street he 
would go alone to pray for a genuine 
revival. He finally decided to invite 
others to join him in prayer. He an- 
nounced a weekly prayer meeting to 
be held at ncon on Thursday the 23rd 
of September, 1857. 


For thirty minutes he prayed alone. 
Five others joined him in the second 
half of the hour. In this way the far- 
famed Fulton Street prayer meetings 
began. Before long the numbers in- 
creased and it became a daily prayer 
meeting. This led to the formation of 
nine other daily noon-day prayer meet- 
ings in New York City. 


Ireland and Wales 


The Irish revival had its beginning 
in the place of prayer. The reading 
of what God was doing for George 
Muller gave the desire to four young 
men in the North of Ireland to meet 
together for prayer. They met near 
Connor, in County Antrim, north of 
Ireland, and prayed that “Their labors 
and that of others in the prayer meet- 
ings and Sunday Schools might be 
eminently owned of God.” 


This prayer meeting, attended by 
four anxious young men, was the birth- 
place of the great religious wave that 
swept over Ireland. 


Wales is the land of great religious 
awakenings. The awakening of 1859 
visited all the churches. The event, 
which ushered in the harvest, was the 
awakening of David Morgan, a Calvin- 
He Methodist minister, in Cardigan- 
shire. 


A brother minister who had been to 
America and attended some of the 
revival meetings, asked Mr. Morgan 
if the sermon he had just preached 
was a sample of his usual preaching. 
When told that it was, he replied: 
“Then your people will go to hell under 
your preaching.” 


Because of this statement Pastor 
Morgan spent many days in prayer. 
A request was sent out for the Chris- 
tian people to pray for a revival. This 
was in September 1858. At first only 
a few people attended these prayer 
meetings but by the end of two months, 
two hundred persons had professed 
conversion and united with the two

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self in Scotland also. Prayer meetings 
were held in the churches, in private 
homes, in shops and even in the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh. 


In London in 1860 there were at least 
two hundred united prayer meetings. 


New Revival Fires 


“When did you conceive the idea of 
world wide revival?” is a question I 
am sometimes asked. To this I can- 
not give a definite answer as to the 
exact time or the circumstances that 
may have exerted an influence. 


One thing I know, that for many 
years the idea that revival was the 
only cure for the ills of the world 
dominated my thought. The Great 
Awakening in Wales in 1904 and 5 
gave strength and hope to the desire 
deep in my heart. 


With time, the conviction grew, and 
we realized that the revival God plan- 
ned to give, an awakening world wide, 
was something vastly different from 
the “professional campaigns” that flour- 
ished during past years and which, now 
even the chief exponents confess are 
largely a spent force. 


Mr. Frederick H. Marshall, President 
of the publishing house of Marshall, 
Morgan & Scott, which has _ printed 
thousands of copies of the books issued 
by the World Wide Revival Prayer 
Movement, and whose cooperation has 
meant much to this Movement, has 
lately written: “There seems to be a 
steadily growing interest in the possi- 
bility of real revival, and also a spirit 
of expectancy. To us it seems largely 
the outcome of the foundation work 
which you have undertaken and have 
carried out so consistently and tho- 
roughly.” 


The World Wide Revival came to 
the birth on New Year’s Day 1924, 
when constrained of the Holy Spirit 
we invited a group of Christians living 
in Shanghai, China, to meet for the 
specific purpose of praying for world 
wide revival. Among the number, 
several having canceled previous enga- 
gements to be present, were Dr. Walter 
Lowrie, Secretary of the Presbyterian 
Missions Committee in China; Dr. and 
Mrs. Robert Bryan, Southern Baptist 
Mission; Dr. and Mrs. S. I. Wood- 
bridge, Southern Presbyterian Mission; 
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Miss Ruth Paxson and her friend Miss 
Edith Davis; Misses Ethel and Ora 
Woodberry, Christian and Missionary 
Alliance; Miss Jennie Hughes, Bethel 
Mission; Mrs. Ballard and Miss Tippet 
of the China Inland Mission; Dr. Dora 
Yu, and others, numbering in all more 
than twenty persons, including our 
guest Mr. George T. B. Davis and our- 
selves. 


From that day to this, the expansion 
of the work has been steady both in 
scope and influence. Thousands of 
prayer groups have been formed and 
continue to function according to the 
Holy Spirit.

The Assault on Americanism

HE American constitutional 

system, our heritage of free- 
dom has survived the many on- 
slaughts of the past only because 
of the influence of the founda- 
tional principles of Christian 
ideals as expressed in the Gospel 
of Christ. 


Christian forces have supplied the 
balances as well as the checks for our 
Government since its beginning. It is 
obvious that its continuance depends 
upon another revival of these spiritual 
forces. Without the saving influences 
of Christianity we can expect nothing 
but chaos, revolution and disintegra- 
tion. 


The extent of the threat of Com- 
munism and all other subversive in- 
fluences cannot be measured by the 
numerical showing of the radicals. It 
is a well known fact that their method 
of “boring from within” requires con- 
cealment of their true strength. 


Christian Americans should con- 
stantly remind themselves of this 
factor of Communist strategy, nor 
should they be confused by the claim 
that Red agitators are merely the mis- 
understood champions of a_ loftier 
democracy. Any thinking observer of 
world trends knows that Socialism, no 
matter what its brand, denies and de- 
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stroys democracy. 


George Washington stated in his 
Farewell Address: “One method of 
assault may be to effect, in the form 
of the Constitution, alterations which 
may impair the energy of the system 
and thus to undermine that which can- 
not be directly overthrown”. 


This is exactly the method employed 
hy those who in recent months have 
shown their hand in the assault on 
Americanism. That grave warning, ut- 
tered more then a century ago is a 
prophetic, as well as a timely, one. To 
disregard it will cause not only a de- 
cided curtailment of the traditional 
American liberty, but also will institute 
a DICTATORIAL RULE which will 
not differ in any essential feature from 
the dictatorships which now afflict the 
people of the old world. 


The crisis to which we have pointed 
for several years past is now upon us. 
The issue is joined; we must meet it 
with a _ resoluteness and a fortitude 
which is rooted in Christian idealism. 
It would seem incredible to think that 
the American people will permit the 
overthrow of their form of govern- 
ment, and yet that is exactly what will 
happen unless the united front of radi- 
calism is met by a more formidable 
united front of loyal Americans.

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Communist and Fascist revolutions 
are bloody and cruel. In their wake 
follow the crucifixion of justice, human 
rights, and the destruction of Christian 
faith. Incentive and ambition are re- 
placed by hopelessness and despair. 
Hatred and plunder supplant law and 
order. 


A majority in a democracy may 
change its laws to effect a betterment 
of general living conditions. Under a 
dictatorship inaugurated by bloody 
revolution, the maddened masses, cap- 
tivated by the spell of their wily lead- 
ers, surrender both their power and 
rights to these scheming and ruthless 
dictators. 


The American system represents the 
finest and the noblest aspirations of 
individual liberty the world has ever 
known, its independence of the Judicia- 
ry as a co-ordinate arm of the govern- 
ment is the most powerful protector of 
these lofty ideals; they have given 
birth to great institutions of religion, 
education, and humanitarian achieve- 
ment. 


Now subversive and un-American 
forces are at work in our Nation seek- 
ing to discredit and besmirch the mo- 
tives, aims and objects of loyal Ameri- 
cans and separate the people into 
classes, groups and special interests 
which will ultimately be driven into a 
death struggle with each other. 


America’s enemies are working over- 
time to bring about such results, first 
by deliberately undermining faith in 
the American system, and second by 
maliciously dividing the Christian 
forces whose harmony and peace alone 
could become the inspiration and ex- 
ample of our people. 


If America is to survive the vicious 
assaults of its internal enemies; if it 
is to realize the dreams of its poets and 
prophets and save itself from complete 
disintegration, it must learn to sub- 
stitute indifference toward disintegrat- 
ing forces with a fervent patriotism. 


The Church must learn to co-operate 
rather then compete, and individual 
Christians must learn to love rather 
then to envy and hate. It is sad to ob- 
serve that these virtues are on the de- 
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cline. Only a nation-wide revival, born 
through united prayer on the part of 
God’s people will save the Nation now. 


Modernism, the system of religious 
thought which denies everything funda- 
mental in the Faith, is not only the 
enemy of the Church; it is the enemy 
of the Government because it weakens 
the spiritual foundations of the people 
as a whole. 


Horatius Bonar, more than sixty-six 
years ago, foretold our present plight 
which has been brought about by the 
Modernistic apostasy. He no doubt had 
in mind the creed: “Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God” when 
he wrote his poem, “The Coming 
Creed”. 


The creeds have gone, so speaks the 


age, 
The era of the sects is past. 
Forward! In spite of saint or sage, 
True freedom has begun at last. 


The Christ of God is now no more; 
The Christ of man now sits supreme; 
The cross is part of mythic lore; 
The resurrection morn a dream. 


The age’s progress fears no God, 

No righteous law, no Judge’s throne; 
Man bounds along his new found road, 
And calls the Universe his own. 


Not faith in God, but faith in man, 


Is pilot now, and sail, and oar, 
The creeds are shrivelled, cold, and 


wan; 
The Christ that has been is no more! 


Old truths, which once struck deep in 
hearts, 

Fights hard for life, but fights in vain; 

Old error into vigor starts, 

And fable comes to life again. 


Old misbelief becomes earth’s creed; 
The falsehood lives, the truth has died; 
Man leans upon a broken reed, 

And falls in helplessness of pride. 


He Aga the hand that would have

The lips that would have spoken love; 

The Book that would his soul have fed, 

And taught the wisdom from above. 


The ever-standing cross, to him,

Avenue Presbyterian Church, New 
York, what note he would sound in the 
— Mission, he answered as fol- 
ows: 


“The folly of all talk about ‘sociolog- 
ical’ changes that are now attempted, 
and pursued, on the assurance of their 
futility save by the regeneration of the 
individual soul. ‘Ye must be born 
again!’ is still fundamental. 


“The mistake of the Church has too 
often been in this: ‘We accept you as 
you are.’ The Master did not say that. 
He couldn’t. His principles can be 
carried out only when men are born 
again. His Kingdom is born within us 
—not created from without.” 


Thank God for such a _ statement. 
That is the note that needs to be sound- 
ed today as never before. 


“The blood salvation,” said D. L. 
Moody, “has a wonderful effect upon 
men’s characters. They rarely remain 
subjects of charity, but rise at once to 
comfort and respectability.” 


It is the old story of the pig in the 
parlor. You have to change its nature 
before it is fit for such an environ- 
ment. 


“Moody advocated temperance, and 
thousands were influenced, by his tem- 
perance dialogues,” says Dr. Day, his 
biographer. “But he never let the Dry 
re nose him out of Evangel’s 

ent.’ 


Francis E. Willard used to say to 
him: “Mr. Moody, there’s not suffi- 
cient temperance spirit in your meet- 
ings.” And Moody’s reply was: “If 
men are thoroughly regenerated, there 
will be no need of the numerous meas- 
ures you’re advocating.” And today, 
in spite of Francis Willard’s reforms, 
and her efforts to make America a 
better place to live in, the drink curse 
is back again, and worse than ever, 
while Moody’s work still stands. 


There were those in his day who 
said that the Old Theology viewed 
human suffering with indifference; it 
so emphasized soul salvation as to ob- 
scure social responsibility. But Moody, 
as Dr. Day points out, knew that 
Christ’s return was the only way to 
Millennial glory. 


He was thus kept from being side- 
tracked, as so many were, by the slog- 
an, “Make the world a better place to 
live in.” If you want to make the 
community better, make the individual 


better. Otherwise you are putting the 
— the horse. Man’s first need 
is life. 
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A Glimpse of Better Things 


What a wonderful world this would 
be, my friends, if sin could be eliminat- 
ed! The rich would never again op- 
press the poor. Every man would be 
employed; there would be none idle. 
And the laborer would receive a just 
and adequate wage. Everyone would 
own his own home and have all he 
needed. There would be abundance, 
and no one would go hungry. Poverty 
would be unknown, nor would there be 
any children working in factories. 


There would not be a drunkard any- 
where in the world, for men would 
bring home their wages and spend their 
money for food and clothing. The ap- 
petite for strong drink would be gone. 
There would be no drunken drivers, and 
no night parties. 


Not a single harlot would be found 
on the streets. Each man would have 
his own wife, and there would be no 
divorces. None would be immoral. All 
suggestive pictures, statues and paint- 
ings would be gone. Nothing unclean 
would remain. Never again would 
adultery be committed. Prostitution and 
White Slavery would be things of the 
past. 


There would be no thieves, no bandits 
or highwaymen. Banks and homes 
would be safe. Keys and locks would 
no longer be needed. None would be 
kidnapped. There would be no jails or 
penitentiaries, no asylums or hospitals, 
nor a poor-house anywhere. The tax 
payers would be free from all such re- 
sponsibilities. No one would gamble. 
Horse races and slot machines would be 
out of date. 


Never again would we hear a man 
cursing and swearing. God’s name 
would not be taken in vain. None 
would be angry. Jealousy would be un- 
known. Never again would anyone he 
hanged for murder, for such a crime 
could not be committed, since love 
would dominate every action. There 
would be no hate, no selfishness. 


Sickness would be gone and death be 
no more. Never again would there be 
a funeral, nor a door with crepe. Every 
man’s word would be trusted; there 
would be no liars. The dope fiend 
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would be a relic of the dark centuries. 
War would be no more, for never again 
would nations fight. Battle fields, ar- 
mies and navies would be unknown. 
Peace would reign supreme. 


Oh, my friends, what a vision! Do 
you want it fulfilled? Are you really 
anxious to make this world a better 
place to live in? Then you must go 
the whole way. You must deal with 
sin, for sin is at the root of all greed 
and selfishness, all the woes and 
troubles of the human race—sin, yours 
and mine. 


And to deal with sin you will have 
to go farther and deeper than mere re- 
formation and social regeneration, for 
sin is a cancer. And only the blood of 
Christ can cure it. Ignore that, my 
friend, and you have not touched the 
heart of the disease. And since you 
and I are both sinners, we must be re- 
generated as individuals. And so must 
all others. 


That was why Jesus said, “Ye must 
be born again.” The heart must be 
changed, its appetites and desires, for 
“the heart,” says God, “is desperately 
wicked.” When the hearts of all men 
are changed, then and not until then, 
you will have a better world. 


Human Effort Fails 


But that change, the Bible tells us, 
can come only in part now, for the 
great majority of men will not accept 
Jesus Christ as Saviour and Lord. If 
they would, the Golden Age would be 
here. But they will not, and hence we 
have to wait until Christ returns for a 
better world, for the establishment of 
the Kingdom of God on earth. Oh then, 
let us not be deceived! 


It is just here that the Communist 
fails, for the programme of Commun- 
ism is not revolutionary enough. In 
other words, it does not go far enough. 
In its programme for youth it ignores 
sin and the sin cancer. And worse still, 
it ignores the one and only, cure. It 
leaves Christ out.

a young man, was educated, and has 
for several years represented the De- 
fenders Movement, as a missionary, 
back among his native people.

Sin, my friend, is the problem—SIN 
—sin, and Christ is the Remedy. All 
the woes and ills of mankind can be at- 
tributed to one thing—sin. And not 
until you are able to deal with sin will 
you be able to make this old world a 
better place to live in. 


Do what you can with the evils of 
sin. Put forth every effort of which 
you are capable to eliminate poverty. 
Get rid of slums. Persuade employers 
to pay high wages. Secure better work- 
ing conditions. Devote time and 
thought to physical recreation. Feed 
the hungry and clothe the naked. Re- 
form prisons. 


Nurse the sick and educate the poor. 
Introduce better laws, etc. Do what- 
ever you can, my friend, to make this 
world a better place to live in. And 
be assured that I will be with you, 
heart and soul, in all that you are 
striving to do. I will help you if I can. 
Show me what more I can do to relieve 
the distressed, help the poor and un- 
employed, and I promise you, I will 
gladly do it. I believe in your pro- 
gramme as far as it goes. 


“Preach Christ” 


But—don’t blame me if I am a little 
more revolutionary, if I go a little 
further. For my programme will com- 
pletely succeed, whereas yours will par- 
tially fail. Let me go to the root of 
the trouble and deal with the cause of 
all that is wrong. Let me deal with 
sin, for I have the remedy. 


My Lord can make drunkards sober. 
He can make harlots pure. Yes, and 
He can make the rich generous, and 
employers just. He can transform the 
dwellers of slums into respectable citi- 
zens. He can lift the heavy burdens of 
life and make sad hearts glad. My 
Lord, I say, can do all that, as thou- 
sands can testify, and infinitely more.

The estimated dead reaches more than 
a million, while property destruction 
goes into billions. 


“The whole creation groaneth and 
travaileth in pain together until now 
. . . awaiting the redemption of our 
body . .. the creation itself also shall 
be delivered from the bondage of cor- 
ruption into the liberty of the glory 
of the children of God.” 


The reign of the Antichrist, culmi- 
nating in the Battle of Armageddon at 
the revelation of the Lord Jesus with 
His saints is also discussed, and the 
book closes with a chapter on the 
“Kingdom of Our Lord.” What a re- 
lief to turn from the horrors of Anti- 
christ to the wonderful reign of the 
King of kings and Lord of lords. 


There is not a shallow page or a 
superficial thought in this entire 
volume. It will bless every sincere 
reader who uses it as a chart in study- 
ing Bible prophecy.

“AM I INTELLIGENT?” By John 
Raymond Hand. Published by the 
Polzin Press. Pages 71. Price 35 cents. 


HE Author of this fine little book 

on Christian Evidences states that 
he heard a well known radio preacher 
make the statement that in these en- 
lightened days an intelligent, enlight- 
ened man could no longer accept the 
Apostles’ Creed literally. Having proof 
that he is well educated, his problem 
resolved itself into the question, “AM 
I INTELLIGENT?” 


Stating that he was not educated in 
theology, and that he was reared in a 
non-Christian home, with a spiritual 
diet of Ingersoll’s lectures, and not ac- 
cepting Christ until after a prison ex- 
perience, he proceeds to take five state- 
ments from the Apostles’ Creed and 
flay the radio preacher. This does not 
mean, however, that his book is in any 
sense a negative treatise. 


“T believe in God, the Father, Al- 
mighty”. Modern astroncmy gives us 
an idea of the size of the universe, and 
every year brings larger telescopes and 
greater knowledge of its vastness. We 


gasp in surprise when a juggler whirls 
a dozen articles at once, but Who keeps 
the billions of suns and planets whirl- 
ing through space? “Nobody, it just 
happens so” says the fool, but it is 
easier to believe that there is a God! 


The unbroken unity of the Bible, its 
remarkable prophetic utterances, and 
its gems of wisdom beyond human ken, 
also postulate a God as the directing 
Intelligence behind it. 


Another proof is the fact of God in 
human life. Mr. Hand used to love to 
steal, not because he needed to steal, 
but because he wanted to. He tried to 
stop because he feared the punishment 
which finally overtook him, but not un- 
til he accepted Christ was there a 
change. Immediately he lost the desire 
to steal, and it never has returned. The 
only explanation is, the motivating 
power of God. 


In this manner, the Author takes up 
the Apostles’ Creed, step by step, and 
shows that each statement is both 
credible and factual. He answers the 
Skeptics, the Modernists, the Evolution- 
ists and the Atheists, as he goes along. 
His language shows scholarship but 
may be _ understood by everyone. 
Pastors will find many splendid “seed 
thoughts”; laymen will find plenty to 
confirm their faith.

digger year, the Moody Centenary, has 
witnessed the publishing of a num- 
ber of books on the life and work of the 
great evangelist. This particular book 
has been written in the style of a train- 
ed journalist, and is clear, concise, and 
colorful. 


Moody was born on the fifth day of 
February, 1837, four months before 
Victoria was crowned queen of the 
British Empire, and his death occurred 
just one year before hers. Although an 
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popular secular writers of our age. Boys will 
literally “eat up” these pages. 
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American, yet probably no subject of 
Victoria exerted as much _ influence 
throughout British dominions as did 
this great soul-winner. 


When Moody was four years old his 
father died, and the mother undertook 
the rearing of her nine children. There 
was no means of support, even the 
house being mortgaged. Very early in 
life D. L. went to Boston to work in his 
uncle’s shoe store. Here Edward Kim- 
ball, his Bible class teacher, came to 
him, and in the back of the shoe store 
led the young man to accept Christ. 


After two years in Boston he decided 
to go to Chicago. He secured a position 
in a shoe store, then began to work for 
Christ. His various experiences led him 
finally to leave secular employment and 
dedicate his life to the winning of souls. 


The horizon of his field continued to 
widen as his power grew, until in 1867 


when he and his wife set sail for Eng- 
land for a short visit. Five years later 
they again made the trip, and it was 
then that he truly found himself, and 
a great meeting resulted. 


He returned to the homeland, and 
for many years continued “in labors 
more abundant”, until in December of 
1899, after a strenuous campaign in 
Kansas City, he laid down the cross to 
receive a crown. His last words were 
“If this is death it is sweet. There is no 
valley here. God is calling me, and I 
must go. This is my triumph—my 
coronation day”. 

Standing as a monument to this man 
of God are several great institutions 
and organizations bearing his name. 


This book is marvelously well writ- 
ten, brim full of inspiration and _ his- 
torical information, a valuable and de- 
serving work for any Christian’s 
library.

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Abraham a Man of Prayer 
Gen. 18 :17-82. 
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Golden text: “The effectual fervent 
prayer of a righteous man availeth 
much.”—James 5:16. 


F Abraham’s three visitors, one was 
the Lord Jesus Himself. In verses 
13, 17, 20 and 26, when one of these 
three speaks, the phrase is used, “and 
Jehovah said,” and after two of them 
had departed, we read (verse 22), that 
Abraham “stood yet before Jehovah.” 
Jesus, in his pre-existent state, was 
interested in Abraham. How much 
more is He interested in us today! 


The question which the Lord here 
Himself put to Abraham: “Is anything 
too hard for Jehovah?” remains one 
of God’s unanswered questions. It has 
never been answered, unless those 
words of Jeremiah are the only answer 
which mortal man can give: “Ah, Lord 
God! behold, thou hast made the heaven 
and the earth by thy great power and 
stretched-out arm; and there is nothing 
too hard for Thee” (Jer. 32:17). “With 
a. all things are possible” (Mt. 19: 

6). 

Here is true persistence in prayer 
(82), not letting go of God until our 
whole heart has been poured out before 
Him. How wonderful for a mere crea- 
ture to be on such terms with God as 
Abraham is revealed to have been, and 
yet every Christian believer has an 
even greater right to exercise boldness 
in entering “into the Holy Place by the 
blood of Jesus, by the way which He 
dedicated for us” (Heb. 10:19-20)! The 
invitation is from God Himself—“Let 
us draw near with a true heart in full- 
ness of faith” (Heb. 10:22). 


“IT will not destroy it for ten’s sake” 
(32). Compare Mt. 5:13 “Ye are the 
salt of the earth.” How little salt, ten 
righteous, would have saved the cities 
of the Plain from destruction! God 
cannot send His wrath upon this earth 
as long as His own, His Bride, is here. 
But when she has been removed (I 
Thess. 4:16-17) then wrath will fall 
upon sin and ungodliness. 


How faithful have we been in our 
intercession for those who are our im- 
mediate loved ones, members of our 
own family? There is no greater verse 
in all the Old Testament on interces- 
sion than Job 1:5. Read it. Also at 
the close of this book we find this 
verse: “And Jehovah turned the cap- 
tivity of Job when he prayed for his 
friends” (Job 42:10). For our Lord’s 





teaching see Lk. 11:5-10 and Lk. 18:1- 
8. 


It is an important truth of Scripture, 
abundantly verified in the history of 
the chureh, that intercessory prayer 
is in accordance with the Divine plan. 
In this Christ Himself set the example, 
and last quarter we studied His re- 
markable prayer recorded in John 17. 
The history of revivals, from the day 
of Pentecost to the present, has shown 
that great spiritual awakenings have 
been attended with much intercession, 
and such will be the case to the end of 
this age. Revivals begin in the hearts 
of those who love the Lord and will 
always be “prayed down” and never 
“worked up”.

May 16 
The Forbearance of Isaac 
Gen. 26:1-33. 
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Golden text: “Blessed are the peace- 
makers: for they shall be called the 
children of God.”—Matthew 5:9. 


SAAC was “a child of promise.” He 
was promised to Abraham and 
Sarah twenty-five years before his 
birth and now is born to Abraham 
when he was one hundred years old, 
and to Sarah, only ten years younger. 
Isaac’s birth was the most memorable 
in history, save only our Lord’s en- 
trance into this life. The birth of Isaac 
was heralded by three angels. One can- 
not help thinking of the birth of John 
the Baptist (Lk. 1:5-25; 57-80). 


The name Isaac means “laughter”. 
Abraham and Sarah both laughed 
when God announced the birth of a 
son. God named him before his birth 
(Gen. 17:19). 


The Offering of Isaac: Was there 
ever a time when God actually desired 
human sacrifice? The answer is 
emphatically “No.” This is the only 
place in all of Old Testament history 
where we read of even the suggestion 
of such a sacrifice. Then we must not 
forget that God did not allow this 
sacrifice, but rather sent a substitute. 


Undoubtedly the nations of Abra- 
ham’s day who knew not the true God, 
did offer human sacrifices. God was 
here teaching that He absolutely did 
not want such a sacrifice offered. God 
was testing Abraham in regard to ab- 
solute obedience. 


Verses 20-22, “Ezek” meant “con- 
tention”; “Sitnah” meant “enmity”; 
“Rehoboth” meant “ample room.” At 
last Isaac had succeeded in getting far 





enough away from his opposers to 
avoid being molested. To get uway 
from _quarrelsome people is wise where 
this is possible. “If it be possible, as 
much as lieth in you, live peaccably 
with all men” (Rom. 12:18). 


Verses 23-24. At last Isaac is back 
in Canaan, the Land of Promise, from 
which he should never have departed. 
Note, the Lord appeared unto Isaac 
the same night in which he returned, 
by which it is evident that Isaac was 
at last in line with God’s will. “The 
secret of the Lord is with them that 
fear Him, and He will show them His 
covenant”, (Ps. 25:14). 


Peace: Bear the wrong, let the other 
fellow have the last word. Many times 
we must be cemeteries in which thrusts 
and shafts of hurt may be buried, 
never to be drawn again. Not only is 
this the way to peace, but also of free- 
dom and triumph. “He that is slow to 
anger is better than the mighty; and 
he that ruleth his spirit than he that 
taketh a city” (Prov. 16:32). 


Peace conferences and peace treaties 
will never end war. The fight must be 
taken out of men’s hearts before peace 
can be assured. James asks: “From 
whence come wars and _ fightings 
among you?” He answers: “Come they 
not of your lusts.” The power of the 
Gospel alone, can take lust out of hu- 
man hearts all other attempts toward 
peace must eventually fail. The Com- 
munist organizations in this Country, 
devoted to peace talk, are based upon 
deception. They only want to disarm 
America while the Reds go on building 
their own machinery to conquer the 
world.

The Weakness of Esau 
Gen. 25:27-843; 27:41-45 





Golden text: “Every man_ that 
striveth for the mastery is temperate 
in all things.”—I Cor. 9:25. 


SAU’S weakness. He allowed 

himself to be controlled by ap- 
petite. Esau lived in the present and 
failed to plan for the future. To him 
everything about the future was un- 
real, vague and misty. To him this 
world was everything and God was 
nothing. 


Jacob’s Weakness. As mastery over 
appetite was Esau’s need, so the con- 
quering of greed was Jacob’s need. His 
greed led to trickery and deceit. Note 
how this trickster was himself tricked 
and deceived (Gen. 29:25; 37:31-35).

Isaac’s Weakness. Isaac was passion- 
ately interested in the mere satisfac- 
tion of his body’s need for food. Isaac 
proposed to give Esau the blessing even 
though it violated Esau’s own coven- 
ant with his brother. 


Rebekah’s Weakness. The father was 
not alone in the unholy plans. Rebekah, 
overhearing Isaac’s proposal to Esau, 
immediately conceived a plot whereby 
the son of her love, could by deception, 
receive the blessing from the partially 
blind father which was intended for 
Esau. There were some jealousies, pre- 
judices and favoritism in the home of 
Isaac and Rebekah, and these always 
lead to trouble. 


The name “Edom” passed on fo 
Esau’s descendants who were called 
Edomites. The Edomites and Israelites 
became bitter enemies. 


The birthright carried with it (a) a 
double portion of paternal inheritance; 
(b) precedence as head of the family 
or tribe; (c) through the first-born 
child of Isaac, some day the Redeemer 
of man would come; (d) to his des- 
cendants the land of Canaan belonged; 
(e) the honor of receiving first, from 
the mouth of the father, a peculiar 
blessing or benediction, which, proceed- 
ing from the spirit of prophecy, was 
never pronounced in vain. 


What is your price? The Devil is 
bidding for you. The drunkard sells 
himself for the exhilaration of the 
wine cup. We smile at the medieval 
legends of men selling their souls to 
the Devil. I have seen men sell their 
reverence to win the laughter of fools, 
the imbecile applause of men whose on- 
ly idea of wit is profanity or indecency. 
I have seen men sell their ease of con- 
science to feel a moment’s immunity 
from duty, or their purity for the first 
devouring pleasure, or worse, for the 
cold and calculated license of a mom- 
ent’s guilty passion.

The Remaking of Jacob 


Gen. 28:16-22; 32:24-80 
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Golden text: “Be not conformed to 
this world: but be ye transformed by 
the renewing of your mind.”—Romans 
P . 


RSE 16. Jacob perceives that the 

Lord is there as well as in Beer- 
sheba, and that wherever he goes he 
does not get away from His presence. 
“How dreadful” (verse 17) “The gate 
of heaven”—as suggested by the stair- 
case seen in his dream with the angels 
ascending on it to heaven. (Verse 28:12 
and John 1:51). 


There was a mysterious physical 
struggle, yet the import of this wrest- 
ling was primarily spiritual, and con- 
sisted of agonizing prayer that God 
should bless him. 


Years later, in referring to this ex- 
perience, Jacob said, “The Angel which 
redeemed me from all evil, bless the 
lads” (Verse 48:16). This shows that 
the essential element of his victory 
was the gaining of a new nature, indi- 
cated by his new name, and attended 


with redemption from evil. Indeed, 
Jacob was remade, and in the process 
he met God face to face. And whoso- 
ever undergoes a similar transforma- 
tion will sense the fact that he has 
been born again, and lives in the pres- 
ence of the Almighty. 


When this great phrase, “the house 
of God,” first appears in the Word of 
God (Verse 17), it has no reference to 
a temple, or synagogue, no reference 
to a building. “The house of God.” 
Where is it? Just where you are! 


Any one can find the foot of the lad- 
der on the spot where he stands that 
will lead him straight to heaven and 
God. You do not have te go to Jeru- 
salem, or Mecca, or Rome, to find the 
first round of it. Start now just where 
you are. 


The Lord has been in many of the 
moorland wastes of your life; but you 
have not known it. He has been be- 
side you in that room of pain, in that 
irksome situation; on that rugged 
pathway; by that bitter cross; amid 
those godless companions — but you 
have not seen. No wonder your path- 
way has been drear! 


There are crises in life when to a 
marked degree the presence of God is 
felt and we are conscious that we have 
met Him face to face. Many can look 
back to a time when a keen sense of 
lack and of the call of God to the high- 
er things has been followed by a depth 
of concentration and a degree of God’s 
presence and power in life hitherto 
unknown. 


Sometimes in a service where the 
Spirit of God was specially outpoured, 
or even in an hour of quiet devotion, 
God has met with us and has caused 
our hearts to burn within us. That’s 
Bethel!

Golden text: “Seest thou a man dili- 
gent in his business? he shall stand 
before kings.” — Proverbs 22:29. 


apes world is like a chess game with 
the black forces of Satan lined up 
against the white forces of Christ.
